Mr. Herworta Drxoy, we believe, has 
never, amongst his other attainments, 
set up to be a judge on matters Chinese. 
Rare, however, as is this instance of 
modesty on his part, it is none the less 
curious that one of the most explicit 
accounts of the Chinese doctrines of 
the Yang and the Yin may be found in 
the pages of “Spiritual Wives.” Yet 
it is no invention of the author, 
but the description of the system 
worked out by the dreamer Schénherr, 
the “Pauper Paraclete.” There can be 
little suspicion that Schénherr had ever 
heard of the Chinese developement of 
the dual, male and female, principles ; 
though it is possible that in his wan- 
derings through the schools and univer- 
sities of Germany he may have become 
partially acquainted with some of the 
books then written on Chinese subjects. 
Born in 1771 at Memel, the sow of a 
grenadier in the army of Frederick the 
Great, he was sent to Kénigsberg 
to learn a trade. Too great a dreamer 
to work, he indulged in the fancies 
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which then were prevalent, and he 
thought he would like to read about 
good and evil, and become a shining 
light in the religions world. At 
seventeen he went then to the pauper 
school, but found himself too old to 
begin a regular course of study; he 
pored over books on theology, but found 
little to satisfy himself, He then com- 
menced to,hang on the skirts of the 
university, and attended the philoso- 
phical classes, but with a like result. 
‘At a little over twenty-one, or in the 
last decade of the 18th century, when 
men’s minds were little turned towards 
the Far East, he determined to take 
up his pipe and wallet and trudge 
as German students do, through the 
principal seats of learning. He 
went to Griefswalde and Rostock, to 
Lembo and Rinteln on the Weser, and 
on the banks of that river discovered, 
or copied, or thought out—for which 
of the three verbs is most suitable for 
the occasion it is difficult to judge—his 
grand idea of “the dual principle of 
nature, the masculine and feminine 
elements in things; which was to oceupy 
the Royal Court of Justice in Berlin for 
so many years.” We cannot do better 
than quote Mr. Dixon's own words. 
«The poor lad was sitting by the margin 
of a pool, when he noticed some plants 
floating in the water, and the question 
came to his lips. ‘How do they grow 
there?’ As he pondered on the mys- 
tery a voice awoke in his consciousness 
and said ‘It is water.’ He listened to 
it once again: ‘As it grows so has it 
grown,’ said the voice. Schénherr 
would not believe it, but on trying to 
find arguments in his brain against 
what’ the voice had said, he could 
not. Pondering much on this great 
principle of being, he came to own that 
it must be true. ‘Rain, dew, every 
moisture needed by plants—every shoot 
which, the younger it is, the more full 
of juice it is—everything was clear.’ 
The Jaw of life, then, so clear to 
Schévherr, was the first principle of 
the universe ; that he could see; but he 
could not tell as yet how the solid 
world could have arisen out of the 
liguid, the plant out of the pond. 
This trouble was soon ended. How 
does the perfume escape from plants ? 
Ah! he cried in ecstacy, by the 
warmth. ‘Sun, fire, light—all of 
which come from a single principle,— 
Light, solidify the moist.’ Now he 
felé that he had got the results of 
nature in his grasp. Light is the 
male, the vivifier; Water the female, 
the mother. Eureka! these two 
arch beinigs,-the supreme male and the 
supreme female, bound in eternal and 





necessary wedlock, explain eve-ything ; 
for in this great wedlock of principles 
lies the only chance of the seed of 
things being brought to life.” The 
Chinese has exactly the sime idea; he 
wishes to account for the tides. “The 
firmament breathes, and as its respira- 
tions blow the waters backward and 
forward, so the tide moves. The sun 
is male, the tide female, the moon like. 
wise is female; naturally, therefore, the 
tide would <be in relation with the 


moon” &e. In fact, the idea lying at 


the root of the Yang aid the Yin 
could not be better or more clearly ex- 
pressed, even to its details, than in the 
dreams of Schénherr. The resem- 
blance is, however, so close that although 
we are fain to believe the-human mind 
travels in very similar grooves in 
the East and the West, we can hardly 
imagine that the son of the Prussian 
grenadier did not, in his wanderings 
about the schools of Germany, pick up 
some work on China where the dual 
principle as there expounded was set 
forth. That he put it forward to 
the world as having been evolved 
from his own inner consciousness, is 
not sufficient evidence to disprove this. 
Dreamers have in all ages done like- 
wise, picked up the thoughts of others 
and endeavoured to assimilate them in 
their own mental laboratory. Schén- 
herr, not content with the Chinese 
conclusions for belief in the dual 
principles, endeavoured to make a re- 
ligion out of his system. If marriage 
be the law of nature, it was easy to see 
that the one sex without the other could 
not be porfect ; and this principle Mr. 
Dixon takes as the text of his “ Spiritual 
Wives.” We are not going to review 
that book, but it would be curious if the 
societies treated of in that work really 
owed their origin to the access of a 
dreamer like Schénherr to some dusty 
and half-forgotten work on China, 
hidden in an obscure German college.

‘The French Settlement has been quiet 
during the week. Several French men-of- 
war have arrived, and a number of Chinese 
soldiers are stationed on the outskirts, 
Details of what has occurred since our Inat 
report, will be found on another page. It 
is fair to remark of the lettersigned D.J.M., 
which appears in our correspondence col- 
umns, that it gives a purely Chinese version 
of the affair, and, wo consider, goes too 
tar in its effort to exoncrate the rioters. 

We have to acknowledge the report of 
the Anglo-American Municipal Council for 
1873-4. It covers 138 pages and is supple- 
mented by an, appendix of 23 pages. It 
shows a surplus revenue over the estimate 
for 1873-4 of Tls. 17,000, ‘This has obviated 
the necessity of raising several loans that 
were sanctioned at the last Ratepayers’ 
meeting. An analysis of the Report will 
be found in our editorial columns. The 
annual meeting of Ratepayers will be held 
‘on Monday. 

‘The Municipal Council have published a 
Special Report on proposed Municipal 
Buildings, which will be considered with 
much interest. Four alternative schemes 
are proposed. 1° The building a com- 
pletely new range of Municipal premises 
for ‘Tis. 100,000. 2 Re-leasing the pre 
sent premises at a yearly cost of ‘Tis. 
6,012. 3° The erection of a smaller range 
of buildings, for Tis. 37,000, retaining and 
repairing (at a cost of Ts. 5,000) the exist- 
ing Police Barracks, 4° The purchase of 
Messrs. Geo. Barnet & Co.’s property at a 
cost of Tis. 45,000 (including Tis. 5,000 
for alterations and repairs), and here aleo, 
as in No. 8, retaining and repairing (for Ts, 
5,000) the existing Police Barracks, Tho 




















Council recommend the latter scheme, 
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The Appendix to the Report comprises 
Reports from the Health Officer, the Tele- 
graph Engineer, and the Public Garden 
Committee.—Mr. Rothwell records the 
favourable progress of the Garden, and 
recommends the purchase of a new Band 
Pavilion. We need hardly say the Report 
fails to represent the care and atten- 
tion which have made the Garden so pleas- 
ing a resort ; and for which the community 
are greatly indebted to the Committee.— 
‘The Telegraph Engineer’s report relates 
principally to the facilities now existing for 
giving alarm of fire. The Central Police 
Station is also the Central Fire Station, 
and is connected by wire with—1°, The 
French Municipal Hall, 2°. The Club, 3°. 
‘The Victoria Engine House, 4°. The Hong- 
Kew Police Station, 5%. ‘The Hongkew 
Hook & Ladder Shed, 6°, Mr. Blethen’s 
residence, Mr. Bishop suggests that red 
boards should be put up in the vicinity of 
Stations, bearing notice that, in case of 
fire occurring in the neighborhood, the 
Fire Brigade may be alarmed from these 
spots,—The chief feature in the pamphlet 
is of course Dr. Henderson’s report, which 
deals forcibly with the leading ‘sanitary 
questions. Stress is laid on the occurrence 
of typhoid fever during the past year, and 
we notice that 1 among 54 deaths of re- 
sidents and 1 among 36 of non-residents 
occurred from this catise.—The condition 
of the drains is spoken of in this connexion; 
the Municipal Engineer asserts that the 
new drains aro found to be free from de- 
posit and.convey little but surface water, 
‘bub as it is asserted that effluvia have been 
observed to arise, ventilators provided 
with charcoal trays are being constructed. 
A practical suggestion is that masters 
of-hongs should seo that their back pre- 
mises are kept clean ; if this is done, and 
surface drains are made in all Chinese 
Streets, there will not, we think, be very 
muck left to complain of.—Dr. Henderson 
again urges the question of Slaughter- 
houses, but objects to their construction 
on the present site, where the soil and 
surroundings are saturated with filth from 
past years’ operations.—The deposit of 
garbage on low-lying lands within the Set- 
tlement is very rightly objected to. Any- 
one passing by a “bed” of this rubbish 
can appreciate the reason. Dr. Henderson 
advises that it be all burned. 

We observe from the Municipal Report 
that the re-assessment of Foreign Houso 
property has shown a total increase of ‘Tis. 
56,128 on the previous valuation,—the 
total estimated value being now Tis. 
44,000 in the English Settlement and Ts. 
99,000 in Hongkew ; and the re-assess- 
ment of land an increase of Ts. 2,242,635 
—the total estimated value being now Tis. 
6,133,985 in the English Settlement and 
Tis, 1,361,019 in Hongkew. 

‘Mr. Magnussen gave his second Soirée 
Musicale at the Masonic Hall, on Tues- 
day evening.

On ThursdayjMr. Carlson, the harbour- 
master at Woosung, heard froma pilot 
boat that communication had been held: 
with some Tsung-ming fishermen, who 
reported that they had picked up and 
buried the body of a foreign child, be- 
lieved to be Captain Kofod’s son, whose 
death by drowning under very melancholy 
circumstances, was reported some time 
ago. The men offered to give up the 
body for $30 reward, but those on the 
pilot boat being without sufficient ready 
money to pay this amount could only sug- 
gest to them to take it to Woosung, giving 
them means to go there, and the assurance 
that the reward would be paid them. It 
is thought probable that they had heard of 
a reward being offered and had thus como 
to claim it. The relatives have arranged 
to meet them. 

‘The latest Hankow steamers must have 
found the Yangtaze uncomfortably crowded 
as they came down! They report having 
met, in addition to the usual river fleet, the 
ocean steamers Glenariney, Glenfalloch, 
Cawdor Castle, Hongkong, Agamemnon, and 
Gordon Castle on their way up for new 
teas, There promises to be no scarcity of 
tonnage at Hankow, the six vessels repro- 
senting a capacity of about 16,000 tons. 
And fifteen Chaazes went up in the 
©. N. str. Shanghai on Taesday, to help 
open the market. 

We have received a copy of the 27th 
Annual Report of the Chinese Hospital at 
Shanghai, under the care of Dr. Johnston. 
A précis of the Report was included in our 
report of the Subscribers’ Mecting last 
month. 

Our Pexrxe correspondent writes that 
the examination for the degree of Tsin-sze 
began on the 23rd.—The Peruvian Min 
ter has left for Tientsin, where he will 
conelude negociations for his treaty, with 
Li Hong-chang. 

A meeting of Landrenters was held at 
‘Kivxrane on the 25th ulto.—The accounts 
show a balance in hand of Tis, 69 after an 
expenditure of Tis. 548.—Certain repairs 
to the Bund being needed, it was resolved 
to raise the necessary funds: 1° by 
Wharfage Dues, 2° by leasing a portion of 
the Bund Frontage.—Messrs. Anderson, 
Kopsch and Shaw were elected a Muni- 
cipal Council for the ensuing year. 

Messrs. Gordon Bros’. Hankow Circular 
says musters of the new Tea are expected 
about the 17th inst. A few musters have 
been exhibited, but owing to the small 
quantity of Tea shewn, it is impossible to 














make any remarks on the quality: “Tea- 
men report that higher prices are being 
given this season than last, more especially 
for Oonfaas and Ningchows.—The steamers 
Glenfalloch, Glenartney, Cawdor Castle and 
Hongkong ave in port, and the Agamemnon 
and Gordon Castle immediately expected.— 
The Import market has continued very 
quiet during the past fortnight, and sales 
have been on a much less scale, especially 
for Groy Shirtings, in which a consider- 
able decline has taken place for common 
chops, while dealers are not inclined to 
operate oven at the low prices now ruling, 
‘There is no material change to notice in 
Raw Cotton, which is quoted Tis, 9.50 a 
10.30 per picul. Stock, 11,000 bales. 

News is still conflicting, about the 
Japanese expedition to Forsosa. Yoko- 
hama papers all write as though it were 
stopped, while the Nagasaki papers con- 
tinue to chronicle the departure of ships. 
Perhaps a fresh report which comes 
from Corea niay supply a key to the 
difficulty. It is said the Coreans have 
murdered the crew of a Japaneso junk 
lately wrecked on their coast. If this 
is the case, there may be hesitation whether 
the expedition shall not be diverted north- 
wards; but our own belief is that the 
Formosan affair will be carried through 
first, 

An Astoy correspondent writes on the 
11th inst:—The latest arrivals include the 
French man-of-war d'Estrées from Hong- 
kong, a Japanese gunboat and troopship 
from Japan, and the United Service and 
Yangtsze from Hongkong. We dre also in 
possession, by the overland courior from 
Foochow, of the Foochow Herald, dated 
the 7th inst., from which it appears that 
the first trip between the two ports was 
accomplished in 46 hours. 

Regarding the Japanese expedition to For- 
mosa, the Foocnow Herald says—“ Bight 
battalions of Japanese troops are reported to 
havo landed on the east coast of Formosa, 
for the ostensible purpose of operating 
against the aborigines. As the island forms 
a portion of this province, we await with 
much interest the action of the Chinese 
authorities in regard to the invasion of 








their territory. Our impression is that 
the Viceroy’s military forco is inade- 
quate to make a successful resistance, 
even if disposed to do 80; and wo further 
venture to question the ability of the 
Japanese army to surmount the great 
obstacles presented by the mountainous 
nature and jungle of the country in which 
they will be called upon to operate.”— 
It is very evident, from the appearance 
of things here, that they intend making the 
attempt, however ; and I cannot ascertain 
any facts which would lead me to believe 
that operations are to be suspended, as - 
was lately stated by the Japan Mail, The 
Japanese gunboat is now getting up steam 
for leaving.

‘THE RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 


‘Tus recent disturbance on the French 
Concession suggests one or two thoughts 
of interest to the dwellers in the 
Settlement north of the Yang-king- 
pang. Experience teaches us that we 
are never quite sure of the Chinese. 
At some supposed provocation they 
may always resort to violent measures ; 
and we may find that houses are on 
fire, and men and women beaten or 
stabbed, when we are dwelling in the 
calm assurance that everything is 
going on peacefully and’ that the 
entente cordiale is unbroken, The 
rumours of impending trouble that 
were borne to our ears just before the 
‘Tientsin Massacre were very slight and 
scattered; and when the catastrophe 
came, every foreigner in China was un- 
prepared. Reports of intended attacks 
on foreigners are as common as dust 
storms, in Peking ; and therefore, were 
any fresh tragedy to be enacted in the 
North, it would very likely find the 
Ministers and their subordinates unpre- 
pared to cope with the difficulty. 

There is another consideration which 
oceurs to us, when reading the account 
of the émeute of Sunday. We should 
never neglect the beginnings of trouble 
inthis country. Chinese grievances are 
usually very small at first, but they 
grow amazingly in ashort time. ‘The 
natives of the Middle Kingdom are the 
greatest gossips in the world. They 
meet and talk over the smallest ocour- 
rence, until it assumes formidable pro- 
portions ; and in Teashops and at Guild 
meetings affairs of interest are handled 
freely, and canvassed in all their 
different aspects, with a relish and 
an animus that assorts ill with the re- 
putation of the Mongol for apathy. 
‘Thus the slightest incident is magnified, 
and a trivial act of inadvertence on the 
part of a foreigner is presented with so 
many cross lights upon it that it soon 
assumes the appearance of a violent 
aggression on the rights of the native. 
And, if the foreigner himself is 
careless about redressing the little 
wrog, or withholds an explanation 
of the circumstance which is mis- 
understood, it naturally happens that 
the exaggerated view gathers strength 
and consistence, and that the spark 
finds a combustible heap ready to blaze 
at the smallest provocation. Indeed 
we often do not know even the import 
of the gossip, or at least the degree of 
importance to be attached to it. The 
moral of all this is the old maxim: 
Obsta principtis. Nearly every émeute, 
from the Gordon Riots in London, 
to the affair of last Sunday in 
Shanghai, might have been checked 
if the officials had acted at the 
outset with consideration and firmness. 
But there seems a fatality in these 
things, and the one man who was 
specially called upon fora display of 
energy and promptitude is too often 
found slumbering at his post. 














‘As we said above, however, we have 
learned lessons from the riot that we 
shall do well to lay to heart. Some of 
these we have named. Another is, that 
the efficiency of our Volunteer Corps 
is confirmed—nothing could have been 
more creditable than the “turn out” 
on Sunday and Monday nights. Within 
the shortest possible time Artillery, 
Rangers, and Infantry were mustered 
and in efficient order of march. They 
were efficiently commanded; and ail 
necessary authority was present, in the 
Chairman of the Municipal Council and 
the Foreign Consuls, to give legality to 
their action, had action been necessary. 
‘We trast that this lesson will revive that 
conveyed by the excitement of 1870, 
and will again convince all foreigners 
of the necessity for a strong Volunteer 
organisation. The commendation be- 
stowed on the Corps both by the Civil 
and Military Commandants, on. its re- 
turn tothe Bund Sunday night, was 
well deserved. We could wish the 
numerous body of spectators who 
assembled on Monday to witness the 
second parade, could feel that the praise 
implied a degree of satire on them- 
selves, for their absence from the ranks. 
We have always said that Shanghai 
onght to be able to maintain a Corps at 
least 500 strong; and we should be 
glad if this new experience tended to 
bring up the strength of the S. V. C. 
to that number. 





. ‘THE MUNICIPAL REPORT. 
In taking up the Municipal Report for 
1873-4, we naturally look first for the 
statementof the Finance Committee, and 
note with pleasure “a gratifying im- 
provement in the Financial position of 
the Municipality.” The actual Re- 
venue of 1872.3 was Tis. 229,000, and 
fell short by Tls. 15,899 of the actual 
expenditure. It was considered, how- 
ever, that Tis. 9,000 of this sum (the 
cost of the Free Ferry Bridge) was 
fairly leviable by loan, as part of the 
expenses attendant on acquiting the 
Soochow Bridge property ; leaving an 
actual working deficit of Tis. 6,900. 
‘Therevenuefor 1873-4 was estimated by 
the outgoing Council at Tis. 230,202, 
but this was cut down, by the refusal 
of the Ratepayers to sanction a pro- 
posed increase in the rate of House 
assessment, to Tls. 219,000. The dis- 
cussion on this subject will not have 
passed from the recollection of our 
readers. We urged at the time that 
the Municipal revenue on its present 
basis had hitherto fully sufficed, and 
that it was wiser to extricate the 
Finances by a loan from the slough 
into which they had drifted, tlian to 
disturb a standard of taxation which 
had been found to work well. The 
Ratepayers, also taking this view, 
refused the increase asked for; and, 
as will be seen from the figures we 
go on to quote, the result has fully 
justified their decision. The actual 
revenue has turned out Tis. 236,500, 
which has been spent to within Tis. 





160. Not only, then, has the previous 
year’s deficit been paid off; but the 
surplus revenue has obviated the neces- 
sity for raising some loans :—namely 
Tis. 8,164 for new rifles and am- 
munition, Tls.- 8,242 for new roads, 
and Tis. 6,361 for Hongkew creek 
bunding—which the Council had been 
authorised to provide for by debentures. 
‘The expenditure has been Tis. 265,000, 
or ‘some Ts. 28,500 in excess of in- 
come—an amount exactly equalling the 
cost of the new Soochow Creek and 
Free Ferry bridges. This has been 
met by a loan of Tis. 21,000 and the 
proceeds of sale of the iron bridge, 
Tis. 7,500. We shall not stay, here, 
to ask whether it would not have been 
wiser to raise these loans, and devote 
all available funds to mending roads 
which were rapidly becoming an im- 
pediment rather than a means to 
traffic; we only note the very satisfactory 
condition of finance brought about by 
the elasticity of the revenue and the 
administration of the retiring Council. 

The total variation from the budget 
has been an increase of ‘Tis. 43,818 
and a decrease of ‘I's. 8,512 in the re- 
ceipts, and an increase of Tis. 59,000 
and a decrease of Tis. 24,000 in the 
expenditure. Details of the variations 
under each head are clearly given in a 
tabular statement at pages 138-4 of 
the Report, and we need only point 
here to some of the chief items. Taking 
first the receipt side, we note a decrease 
of Tis. 7,200 from the estimated yield 
of the General Municipal rate—the 
only feature worthy of notice, we are 
happy to say, on this side of the ac- 
count and explained by the action of the 
Ratepayers, to which we have already 
referred. ‘he apparent deficit re- 
presents in fact an actual increase of 
Tis. 1,500; the deduction effected 
from the estimate by the refusal to in- 
crease taxation having been Ts. 8,700. 
‘Wharfage dues, on the other hand, have 
yielded Tis. 4,197 in excess of the 
estimate; Wheelbarrows ‘Tis. 1,277, 
the Local Post Office Tis. 1,052, and 
Foreign and Native Taverns Tis. 1,550. 
The Public Works Department unex- 
pectedly contributed Tis. 10,000, under 
circumstances explained at page 105; 
the chief item is the sale of the iron 
bridge for Tis. 7,500, and that of the 
old wooden bridge, of sundry drain 
pipes, &e., &¢, go to make up the 
total. An itém of Tis. 1,400 under 
the head of Municipal stores can 
hardly be called revenue, inasmuch 
‘as it also arises from the sale of pro- 
perty (coal); but it goes to swell the 
general total, and to help make up a 
surplus which, even without these ad- 
ventitious aids, would still have been 
respectable. 

‘Turning now to the Expenditure, we 
note first.a decrease of Ts. 3,960 under 
Police, arising, however, not from re- 
duced but from over-estimated expendi- 
ture. We can sympathise withthe feel- 
ings of a somewhat straitened Council, 
on discovering the error. Considerable 
reductions are also shown under the 
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head of Nuisance Department, General 
Establishment, and Public Works; while 
the allowance for Contingencies, which 
the present Council have discarded, 
comes in satisfactorily to swell the cre- 
dit. Tis. 3,891 of 5,950 allotted in the 
last budget for drainage, have not been 
expended, while Tis. 3,424 have been 
devoted to bunding the Hongkew Creek! 
Tis. 1,866 have been expended on roads, 
in excess of Tls. 28,000 allotted. The 
allotment was miserably insufficient ; 
and we think the Council would have 
been held fully justified if they had 
devoted their whole surplus to this ob- 
ject, and raised all the loans sanctioned 
by the Ratepayers to meet special out~ 
lay which has been actually met out of 
income. The cost of the Free Ferry 
and new Soochow bridge, and of the 
Martini-Henri Rifles and ammunition 
for the Volunteers, are “increases” 
on the estimates, having been sanc- 
tioned and provided for by special 
votes of the Ratepayers. The usual 
increase is shown under the head of 
printing and stationery, resulting from 
the usual attempt to cut the estimate 
down below a practicable level. We 
may predict with certainty a similar 
increase under the same heads in 
1874-5, to disturb the symmetry of the 
nicely balanced budget for the current 
year. The Fire Department also shows a 
large excess (Tis. 2,500)—attributable, 
we are told, to increased expenditure 
on account of the Hongkew Hook and 
Ladder Company and the new Steam 
Fire Engine. We are glad to learn 
this Department now possesses all 
the plant likely to be required. 
The outlay upon it has been far 
heavier than was first contemplated; 
and the cost, which ought to have 
been met chiefly by the Insurance 
Offices, has fallen with undue weight 
on the Municipality. The Council 
acknowledge a handsome list of dona- 
. tions from the Local Offices and from 
certain property-owners, towards the 
now Steam Fire Engine; ! at the Home 
Offices are one and all absent from the 
list. Small donations in acknow- 
ledgment of service rendered, are ac- 
Knowledged from three Home Offices 
—the Phoenix (Tis. 150), the Sun (150), 
and the Guardian (20)—whose names 
deserve rescue from the depths of the 
pamphlet; while those of others, like 
the Royal, which does a great local 
business without contributing a cent, 
deserve equal mention, by contrast. 
m 
We regret to learn, from the Municipal 
Report, that one wish expressed by the 
Ratepayers at the last Annual Meeting, 
has been neglected. Almost the last 
resolution then carried was to the effect 
that a revision of the Land Regulations 
was necessary ; that the Consular Body 
be requested to take the matter in 
hand; and that Messrs. Bell, Johnson, 
Hayes, Michie, Nissen, Iveson and 
Forbes be appointed a Committee to 
confer with and assist the Consuls. 
‘The subject was brought up at a meeting 





of Consuls held in June last, at which 
these gentlemen were present, but was 
carefully relegated back to them—and, 
apparently, shelved. The Consuls were 
not prepared with any specific proposal ; 
the Committee thought the Ratepayers’ 
resolution looked to the Consuls for ini- 
tiative ; and the deadlock was overcome 
by a platitudinal resolution as follows: 
“That the Committee of Ratepayers be 
requested to take evidence for the in- 
formation of the Consular Body, as to 
the defects alleged to exist in the 
Regulations as now constituted; and 
that such report be circulated, previous 
to a further meeting of the Consuls 
and the Ratepayers’ Committee.” Of 
course no evidence has been taken ; 
therefore no report has been circulated; 
and, so far as revising the Land Re- 
gulations go, no further meeting of 
Consuls has been held. We regret that 
the matter has so dropped, because it 
involves no great difficulty, and is at 
the same time urgent. What is 
wanted, is really re-writing rather than 
violent alteration of the Regulations. 
The present Code is so badly worded 
and so tangled, that disputes arise as 
to the actual interpretation of rules 
that exist. Re-written and rearranged, 
the Regulations would, with very few 
changes and additions, meet adequately 
the needs of the Settlement. The work 
is not work that can be effectually 
done in Committee. Ratepayers of 
experience may annotate errors and 
suggest interpolations; but the actual 
work should be done by one man— 
some one well conversant with the Mu- 
nicipality, and able to write lucid 
English. 

Pending, however, the complete re- 
vision that is needed, one point may be 
advantageously cleared up at the Rate- 
payers’ meeting on Monday. Although 
the tendency is, very much, to leave 
immediate interest in Municipal matters 
behind in the Assembly Hall, no one 
will have forgotten the discussions that 
have taken place, and the annoyance 
that has been caused at successive 
meetings, by the presence of proxy 
voters. We do not mean proxies 
of absentees who, whether Land- 
renters, Householders, or in what way 
soever they may be qualified, are justly 
entitled to have an influence in matters 
affecting their interest. Their absence 
does not imply carelessness of Municipal 
‘matters, but the existence of more press- 
ing business ; their forethought, indeed, 
in giving a proxy, tends to show inter- 
est, and implies that their attorney is 
instructed in their views. What we 
do object to, and what the large major- 
ity of Ratepayers object to, is the ad- 
mission, at public meetings, of proxies 
of Ratepayers who are present in Shang- 
hai, but are too careless to attend. Ab- 
sence in these cases does usually imply 
carelessness. Avery small proportion 
of qualified Ratepayers are absolutely 
prevented from attending at these meet- 
ings—one day in the year; though a 
large proportion are so little interested 
in matters Municipal that they do not 





care to aid, by voice or vote, in the 
efforts of their fellows to promote the 
public weal. The recent election of 
Councillors, when only 116 out of 
some 230 qualified voters cared to 
walk round to the Council offices 
to poll, exactly illustrates our ar- 
gument. We may safely’ assume 
that not 20 of the 116 absentees were 
actually unable to spare one hour dur- 
ing the two days the polling lasted. 
Yet it is from among these absentees 
—from among those, that is, who are 
too indifferent to exercise their func. 
tions, that proxies are easily collect- 
ed. ‘We may safely assume that the 
large majority of such proxies are 
given by men either having or feeling 
little interest in the questions that may 
arise, and given without question as to 
the policy they will be used to sup- 
port. As ‘we said, in writing about 
anotable discussion at the last Rate- 
payers’ meeting: if a man having 
interests in Shanghai is necessarily 
absent, it is fair that he should 
be represented ; but it is not fair that 
actual residents who are too indifferent 
to attend a debate should give proxy 
votes beforehand, on a subject which 
they have not heard argued. A divi- 
sion in which a dozen men on one 
side overrule three dozen on the other, 
is not a healthy division, and is sure 
to cause irritation. We have often 
urged that we do not think the pri- 
vilege rests on any sound basis; and 
we would gladly see a Resolution un- 
mistakeably abrogating it, passed at 
the ensuing meeting. 





OUR TREATY WITH KASHGAR, 
We have referred, from time to time, to 
the progress of Mr. Forsyth’s mission to 
Kashgar, and are glad now to record its 
arrival and the signature of the treaty 
‘Mr. Forsyth was empowered to negociate. 
‘The mission was received in Kasbgar 
with the same cordial and eager hospi- 
tality that has been accorded it since 
entering the territory of the Ameer. 
The Mahomedans of Eastern Turkestan 
seem to be free from the prejudices 
which hamper their co-religionists in 
India, and to be well-disposed towards 
Western people and Western customs. 
‘The Ameer himself received the Embassy 
with unfeigned delight, and expressed a 
warm desire to co-operate with the Vice- 
roy in promoting commerce. The letters 
and presents sent respectively by the 
Queen and by Lord Northbrook were 
delivered on the 11th December, and the 
Friend of India correspondent tells us 
that the Ameer in reply spoke of the high 
honour conferred upon him by Her 
Majesty in thus recognising him, “com- 
paring her greatness and splendour to 
that of the sun in the heavens, in the 
warmth of whose rays he, ‘helpless mor- 
tal,’ was permitted to bask.” He acknows 
ledged gratefully the assistance lately 
afforded by the British Minister to 
his envoy at Constantinople, and al- 
luded to the measmes adopted by 
the Viceroy for the improvement of 
trade between his country and Hindo- 
stan. The treaty was signed on the 2nd 
February. It is purely commercial, and 
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seems likely to forward its object. The 
disabilities under which Hindoo traders 
laboured in a Mahomedan country are 
swept away, and no sort of restriction 
will be placed upon caravans going to or 
coming from India, A small import 
duty of 21 per cont will be charged on 
the value of merchandize imported into 
the Ameer's territory ; but the Govern- 
ment of India will admit, free, goods 
coming into India from Kasbgaria, 
The question of Russian policy of 
course came up, in a State bordering 
on Russia's Intest acquisitions; and all 
the influence of the Indian Government, 
through its representative, was thrown 
into the scale of peace. Mr. Forsyth’s 
counsel to the Ameer was to keep faith 
with Russia; and this will be no easy 
task for him, when it is said the Turko- 
mans of the West are calling on their co- 
religionists to join in a jehad against the 
infidel intruder. A British resident is 
to be appointed to the Court of Kashgar, 
and the Ameer will send a representative 
either to Calcutta or Lahore, so that the 
intimate relations opened up are in no 
danger of lapsing for want of intercourse. 

The report given of the condition 
of the inhabitants will surprise many. 
“Everywhere we passed,” says the Cor- 
respondent whom we have before quoted, 
“we have been struck by the activity of 
the people and the busy life which cen- 
tres round their bazars. They are ex- 
ceedingly well-to-do, live in good houses, 
are well clothed and fed, and with but 
few exceptions manage to produce either 
a pony or a donkey for riding purposes. 
Every one trades; the country farmer 
brings in his produce to the ‘city, and 
carries away warm chogabs, hats and 
smart boots for his wife. The keeper of 
a'restaurant invests his savings in Kho- 
ten skein silk, and regularly maintains an 
establishment of hawkers who. circulate 
through the bazar. Chintzes, cloths, 
teas, spices and the articles of daily con- 
sumption and requirement are constant- 
ly changing hands, and pass from mer- 
chant to retail dealer; and finally wander 
far and wide, in exchange for the pigeons, 
poultry, ‘eggs and garden produce of the 
istricts. ‘The spirit of trade has cer- 
tainly taken possession of the Ameer's 
subjects, On ordinary days the number 
of shops in the bazar does not attract 
particular attention ; but at the weekly 
market these are supplemented by hun- 
dreds of stalls, where numdabs, silk 
and cotton cloths, hats, boots and 
articles of apparel, soap, candles and 
what not are exposed in large quantities ; 
the streets swarm with hawkers, and the 
livestock markets are full of life and 
activity.” Still the writer warns Indian 
merchants that an exhaustive demand 
for Manchester goods need not be ex- 
pected to flow as an immediate matter 
of course, from the conclusion of the 
treaty. Firstly, no treaty can pull 
down the Karakorum pass—our readers 
may remember the description which we 
published in March last, of the passage 
of the Embassy over this snow-bound 
ridge; and secondly, there is a deplor- 
able absence of money in 
“With all the shouting ‘and bargaining 
and fun that goes on in Kashgar on a 
Thursday, there are but copper coins in 
cireulation, 25 of which go to make a 
tungab, which has a current value of 
something less than sixpence.” Every- 








thing nearly is done therefore by barter ; 
but the Ameer is taking steps to remedy 
this inconvenience, and already beginning 
to issue gold and silver coins from his 


mint. 

Politically and commercially speaking, 
then, it will be seen that Mr. Forsyth’s 
Mission has fulfilled the most sanguine 
expectations. It hasopened up intercourse 
with a well-dis) and well to-do 
people, and has established relations 
which may help them to hold their 
own in the independence they have so 
lately gained. It is barely ten years 
since these regions were subject to 
China, and the Ameer with whom Mr. 
Forsyth has been negociating was a 
rebel leader. The description given by 
the Mission of the general prosperity, 
shows that he at least knows how to 
rule ; but it too often happens that the 
ability which carves out an Asiatic king- 
dom ceases with the death of the founder. 
‘The energy and intelligence which have 
enabled the present Ameer to create a 
principality out of an outlying depen- 
dency of China, may enable him to up- 
hold and consolidate his power; but 
these faculties are needed to guard a 
State pressed between Russia and China; 
and if he fail to transmit them to his 
successors, the independence of Eastern 
‘Turkestan may be shortlived. In the 
meantime, our best wishes go with the 
interesting people through whose terri- 
tory used to run the old trado between 
Burope and the Far East, and whom Mr. 
Forsyth bas brought again into commu- 
nication with the world. 





STEAM FERRY BOATS. 


An experiment recently tried with 
satisfactory results at Hongkong might 
we think fairly be repeated in other 
parts of China, We allude to the 
establishment of a steam ferry running 
between the island and the main land. 
It is not many months since some 
enterprising individual, with a steam 
Jaunch for which he had no present 
work, hit on the idea of ranning her 
with passengers across the harbour. 
The scheme paid beyond expectation ; 
the more frequently the boat ran across, 
thé more her services seemed to be in 
demand, until at last a half-hourly 
service was established. It was then 
found that the original boat was too 
small, and we now learn that the Hong- 
kong and Macao Steamboat Co. have 
determined on placing one of their 
passenger boats, the Feiwan, to make 
regular trips between Victoria and the 
various villages and landing places 
at the opposite side of the har 
bour. Those who are acquainted with 
Hongkong need scarcely be told 
that these villages are situated in a 
mountainous district, possessed of no 
roads, and in fact far out of the 
usual highroads of native trade. That 
any traffic should exist in sucha neigh- 
Dbourhood is a wonder, rather than that 
it should be able to support the ferry 
tothe extent it has done. Yet here, as 
the local papers remark, facilities for 
intereourse have caused the develope- 
ment of an unlooked-for traffic. Now

under such unfavourable auspices, we 
cannot help thinking might be at- 
tempted in other parts of China, where 
the surrounding circumstances are 
much more favourable. At Shanghai, 
for instance, there are many crowded 
ferries across the river. Possibly the 
passage is too short to be suitable for 
the introduction of a steamboat. But 
the same cannot be said of the traffic 
between this and Woosung. Woosung 
is an important place in the boat trade 
of the district, It smells of the sea, 
and its inbnbitants are drawn from all 
parts of the coast. A Woosung pas- 
senger boat is a sight in China; every 
available space occupied with man, 
woman or child. Yet communication 
with Woosung under the present sys- 
tem is very irregular. Tides and winds 
interfere with the passage, and the Chi- 
naman who gets on board at Namtow 
can little caleulate when he will arrive 
at the other end of his journey, thirteen 
miles or so off. If Hongkong can 
support a steamer to connect with the 
mainland, it certainly seems that Woo- 
sung could do far more. 

Tt is, however, along the Yangtsze 
that the need of steam ferries is most 
urgent. Chinkiang is a case in point, 
Here the first great line of traffic from 
north to south crosses the river. The 
‘Yang-isze is much exposed at this point, 
more especially in the winter months. 
The misorable native boats ure often pre- 
vented from plying for days at a time, 
and the only means of crossing the river 
are by mustering the boats belonging to 
a humane Society. Junks with cargoes 
have often to lie on an exposed shore 
for days together, being utterly unable 
to stem the force of wind and tide. 
Kwachow, at the entrance of the north- 
ern section of the Imperial canal, is 
only some three miles from Chinkiang, 
yet the passage is at most times a 
difficult one for the native boats, In 
fact a boat stationed at Chinkiang for 
tonnage purposes alone would to all 
appearance find ample employment, 
independent of the very large passenger 
traffic waiting to be developed, At 
Hankow matters are almost worse. At 
one side of the river is the important 
town and foreign settlement of Han- 
kow, at the other the provincial capital, 
Woochang. ‘The sole means of com- 
munication between the two is. a 
wretched native ferry. In freshets or 
during a strong wind the passage be- 
comes as dangerous as going down the 
China coast in a steamer, and atall 
times it is slow and inconvenient, In- 
deed, so practically isolated are the two 
sides of the river that the two towns 
have come to be inbabited by an entire. 
ly distinct class of people. A Woo- 
chang man neither speaks nor looks 
like “his neighbour from Hankow; 
and we might venture to affirm 
that a very large proportion, pos- 
sibly the majority, have never seen the 
foreign settlement at Hankow, except 
in a distant view across the mile and a 
quarter of intervening river. We have 
sketched ont the peculiar cases of Chin. 
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-kiang and Hankow, as they are both 
treaty ports; and itis difficult to discover 
where any hitch can lie ; but all the large 
cities on the river suffer from the same 
inconveniences. AtNanking there is 
large cross-river traffic; at Woohoo a 
still greater. Anking is in the same 
difficulty with respect to the south of 
Anwhei province, as Wuchang is with 
regard to northern Hupeh. At all 
these spots not only would steam fer- 
ries be found productive, but the con- 
venience of the inhabitants and the du- 
ties of the Government would be vastly 
expedited. It is now five years since 
the Chinese Government gravely pro- 
posed as a matter of treaty to place a 
tug-boat on the Poyang Lake. This 
infinitesimal instalment of progress has 
not yet been accomplished. ‘There are 
meanwhile, about our waters, a sufficient 
number of small craft to make a be- 
ginning of such atrial as bas proved 
suceessfal in Hongkong, and we would 
hail the initroduction of a few ferries 
such as wo have suggested, as likely to 
be beneficial to all concerned. 











THE RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 


rything has been quiet on the Con- 
ion during the week. 

‘Thoro was a rumour current on Monday 
that the Ningpo-men intended another 
outbreak, should the French Council disre- 
gard the Consul-General’s action, and that 
they would be helped by the Cantonese ; 
but it was based on so improbable acon! 
gency, and was so unlikely in itself after 
the display of force which the Inst riot 
evoked, that we dismiss it with the mere 
mention. It isprobably true only in so far 
that the Southern Chinese sympathise with 
their Ningpo confrbres in the matt 

Statements vary as to tho light in 
which the Chineso reyard the dis- 
turbance of the 3rd inst. Some con- 
ier that it has brought matters to a 
head in a vory successful manner, count 
the few insignificant lives lost in it a trifle, 
and assert that it was pre-arranged and the 
ringleaders were in the pay of the Guild. 
‘The last statementis denied, however, and 
fcems the less likely because some of 
the Guild Trustees were to have met the 
Chairman of the French Council on the 
day following the riot, and were thus in a 
position to know that their representations. 
would be reconsidered. And now, seeing 
the extent to which the naval force in 
harbour has been augmented, and the large 
contingent of Chinese soldiers who sera 
to be installed as a permanent guard 
at the Joss-house, there can be little 
apprehension that the people will be ill- 
advised enough to again risk an outbreak. 
In the meantime, the Guild have run up a 
fence to define their boundaries, in pur- 
surance of the suggestions contained in 
the proclamations by the Consul-General 
and the Taotai, We have heard the pro- 
able claims for damages by the disturbance 
estimated at various sums, from Tis. 
150,000 up to Tis. 250,000! ‘There is no 
doubt, however, that the sum total will 
be large, awelled as it will be by indirect 
claims on account of depreciation of proper- 
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ty through the withdrawal of tenants. 


‘A considerable French force is accumu- 
lating here. ‘The transport Rance-came up 
on Tuesday with a force of 500 men, and 
since then the iron-clad corvette Montcalm 
has arrived with a personnel of 600 men.— 
The corvette Estrees has also arrived from 
Hongkong, and is lying at Woosung, where 
she has been joined by the Rance. 

We were glad to see that the Chinese 
guards were removed from the streets in 
the French Settlement on Monday. They 
are now, we believe, stationed only at the 
west end of the Rue du Consulat and at 
the Ningpo Joss House, The fact of some 
more soldiers having been seen coming down 
the Sikaway Creek Menday, gave rise to 
a report’ that 1,000 (!) more men were 
coming ; whereas the fact was, we believe, 
that they were a portion of the 400 Fung- 
wan-shan men originally ordered down, 
and of whom an instalment only had pro- 
iously arrived. Tho Futai’s soldiers are 
said tohave been withdrawn, and the Fung- 
wan-shan men who now garrison the place 
are stationed at the Little-South-Gate 
Camp and the Ningpo Joss House, 

‘Many complaints are made of their im- 
pertinence to foreigners, and probably with 
reason, A Chinese soldier is a very rowdy 
animal at best, and these men are fresh 
from the country, unaccustomed to for- 
eigners and probably elated by the iden 
that they are here to protect us. We 
think, however, the rudeness is rather the 
result of ignorance and curiosity than of 
malevolence. ‘They do not sparo their 











‘own countrymen, either in the matter of | 


insolence or squeezing. 

‘The English Municipal Council have taken 
charge of thesignals upon which the Volun- 
teer Force is to turn out, ‘They areto be 
six peals of the firebell, continued it neces- 
sary for fifteen minutes; the hoisting 
halfmast of the British ensign, reversed, 
at the alarm flagstaff, to be followed by 
four guns from tho Senior Naval Officer’s 
Ship. At night, blue lights will be burned. 
‘This is however only a formality, as re- 
gards the present affair, which may pro- 
bably be considered settled ; notwithstand- 
ing that an effort will, we hear, be 
made at Peking to induce M. de Geoffroy 
to reverse the Consul-General’s decision. 
‘That wonld be the worst error of all. We 
think the Council should have 
way on the point that caused the riot; 
and that the Consul-General was wrong 
in overruling them, because he did so weak- 
ly in face of a riot. Order should have 
‘been restored, and compensation made, first. 
Put now, to reassert the original claim 
would be a double mistake. 














‘The following proclamation has been 
issued by the Fantai and Taotai, jointly, 
in reference to the late riot :— 

‘Yixo, Provincial Treasurer of Kiangsoo, 
and Suzx, Taotai of Shanghai, 
following Proclamation :— 

It appears that a riot occurred in the 
French Concession ov the 3rd of May, 
which from being at first merely a slight 
ill-feeling arising out of a verbal dispute, 
grew to be an affair of serious dimensions 
because the matter was not reported to 
the au.uorities for their decision, but 
people tcok upon themselves to assemble 
in crowds and commit unlawful acts. Such 
proceedings are a serious infraction of the 
Jaws, and, hereafter, will certainly not be 








passed over. In future, if any persons 
Jooking with contempt on the laivs, pro 
sume again to create a riot, the Chinese 
and Foreign authorities will use th 
united efforts to put it down, Wherefore, 
this Proclamation is issued. Let all classes 
of men take notice that each is to attend 
to his own business and exhort his neigh- 
bours to good behaviour, Do not again 
incur the penalties of the laws and repent 
only when too late. Meantime, the crim- 
inals implicated in the present distur- 
bance will be arrested and severely 
punished, 











We have been requested to print the 
following protest which has been drawn up 
by the French Residents at Shanghai, 
against the late action of the Consul- 
General. Excepting of course the gentle- 
men connected with the Consulate, the 
Council, and the Missions, who were not 
asked to sign, it bears we believe the 
signatures (21) of nearly all the unofficial 
French residents of Shanghai,

PEKING, 


At daylight on the 23rd April the Keu- 
jin competitors for the literary degree of 
‘sinsze commenced to enter the Examina- 
tion Hall. As they arrived their tickets 
were examined ; and when that business 
was concluded they were directed tu their 
cells by men specially appointed for the 
purpose, ‘The Keu-jin continued to enter 
the Examination Hall up to about six 
o'clock in the afternoon. At that time a 
packet arrived at the Hall from the Em- 
peror containing the heads of subjects on 
which the students would hi it 
essays, Shortly after its receipt the outer 
doors of the Hall were closed and sealed 
to atop ingress to, or egress out of, the 
remises, while the first three days’ labors 
in writing tho oays would be going on. 

‘Several thousands of Keujin entered the 























Hall during the courae of the day. 
‘Nothing more, regarding the Examina- 
tions, will now’ be known by the outer 


world, till the final decisions on the essays 
d in the Peking Gazette, say 
thirty days hence for Tsinsze, and forty- 
five days hence for the men who have 
been selected, on account of the superior 
ability and learning displayed in their 
roductions, as fit recipients for the three 
Righest positions of the examinations; 
namely for Chwang-yuen, Pang-yen and 
Tan-hwa, Speaking as a’ prophet, I pro- 
nounce that a student from the province 
of Yunnan will gain the prize of Chwang- 
yuen ; one from Szechuen will gain the

‘The news current in the diplomatic world 
here to-day, and which I learn has been 
corroborated by the folks at the Tsuny-le 
Yamen, is to the effect that the Minister 
of Pert paid a visit to that Yamen on 
the 26th April, to take leave of Prince 
Kung and the other Chiefs, before repairing 
“to Tientsin ; where he will, we have been 
told, in conjunction with Le-hung-chang, 
conclude the negotiations for a treaty be- 
tween Peru and China. Le-hung-chiang as 
Commissioner of the Northern ports of 
China, while in Peking a few days back, 
reoeived the commands of the Emperor to 
conclude the treaty. We yesterday learnt 
that he had arrived at Tientsin on the 
afternoon of the 21st April; and I now 
hear that it is the intention of i 
Garcia y Garcia to leave Peking fo 
tain on the 27th April. 
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‘NAGASAKI. 

Tho Rising Sun ssys—It has been gener- 
ally understood in this community during 
the week, that an edict has been 
issued from the authorities at Yeddo, 
countermanding the Formosan expedi- 
tion. The Yokohama papers certify also 
that such is the case, and comment 
freely upon the circumstance. Neverthe- 
less, in the face of the assertion that the 
Government does not intend its original 
plan against Formosa to be carried out, 
we observed on Sunday last four vessels 
starting for Amoy, from whence, unless 
further instructions arrive, they will pro- 
ceed to their original destination. Sup- 
posing that the accounts in the Yokohama 
journals are correct, the Government must 
be acting with strange inconsistency : for 
no later than Wednesday Iaat has it been 
endeavoring to charter vessels at Nagasaki, 
for the purpose of carrying stores, &c., to 
Formosa ; the action taken by the Foreign 
Ministers at Yedo seems, however, to 
have had the effect of inducing shipowners 
and agents to act cautionsly, for as yet we 
have not heard of the tempting bails held 
out by the Government being snapped up 
by any hungry shipowner. ‘The fact that 
General Le Gendre, and the Japanese 
Minister, Mr, Okuba, left this port on 
Wednesday for Tokio, only serves to 
mystify and render affairs more incompre- 
hensible than ever. 

From the Ezpress of the 9th inst 
take the following :—The four expe 
ary Is, consisting of the corvette 
Nitsin-kan } the gunboat Teibo-kan ; and 
the two chartered Japanese steamers 
Meiku-maru and Mikuni-maru, which were 
detained here by the rough’ weather on 
Saturday and Sunday last, left for Amoy 
on the evening of the latter day. ‘The 
two latter vessels conveyed the stores, &c., 
and about two thousand sol 
tioned in our last issue. 
passengers who arrived by the P.M. 
steamer Golden Age, on the 3rd instant, 
from Yokohama, is ‘Okubo, the Minister 
for Home Affairs. We learn that the 
object of his visit here was to an 
interview with Okuma, the Minister of 
Finance, who is in charge of the Formosa 
Expedition, and to deliver to the latter 
some instructions which he brought with 
him. Okubo, accompanied by General Le 
Gendre, returned to Osaka on the 6th 
instant, by the Japanese steamer Cowun- 
mary, and from thenee they will proceed 
to Tokio by another steamer, Okuma, 
chief, and Saigo second in command, atill 
remain here.—The American steamer 
Shaftesbury, which arrived here on the 7th 
instant, consigned to Messrs, Henry Grib- 
ble & Go., was sold to-day to the Japanese 
Government, and changed her flag this 
afternoon, ‘We understand that she is to 
be employed for the present in the For- 
mosa expedition.—Several rumours have 
been current here during the week to the 
effect that the British steamer Crocus had 
been sold, through Messrs. Alt & Co., 
to the Japanese Government. We believe 
they had their origin in the fact that 
Messrs. Alt & Co. received an offer of 
$235,000 for her, but on behalf of the 
owners they declined to sell at this figure. 
She is now loading coals for Shanghai, 
and will probably leave on Monday next. 
—The Lron Duke left-on the 6th inst. for 
Yokohama.—The Japanese steamer Hosti- 
maru burst a boiler shortly after leavin 
Nagasaki for Hiogo the other day, an 
one fireman was killed.—Minor punish 
ments have been inflicted on a number of 
men who participated in the late in- 
surrection at Saga, by a Court held on the 
spot.—An ex-samurai has been sentenced 
to 80 days imprisonment with hard labour, 
at Nagasaki, for obtaining silks from a 
Chinaman under false pretences. — The 
Nagasaki Regatta took place on the 8th, 
under unfavourable conditions, there be- 
ing a cold N. W. breeze and a rough sea,

‘The Mail, however, says—The rumours of 
fresh outrages committed by the Coreans 
must berecsived with great caution as they 
have certainly come through channels con- 
stantly duped on this and other important 
matters. ‘The rumours were much abroad 
yesterday, (May Ie) but they demand con- 
irmation.—From the Mail, Gazette and 
Herald we take the following items.—Half- 
hour guus were fired from the Hartford, 
and the flags of the men-of-war in harbour 
hoisted at helf-mast on the 2nd May, in 
respect to the memory of Ex-President 
illmore and Senator Charles Sumner, news 
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of whoso decease reached Yokohama by the 
Test American mail—A German_ vessel 
which arrived on Thursday from Formosa 
roports that the Chinese have thrown 9,000 
troops upon the Island within a very recent 
period.—Otto Seyd, brought up on the 
29th ultimo at the German Consulate on a 
charge of fraudulent bankruptey, after the 
hearing of the evidence, was sentenced to 
‘three years’ incarceration, Owing to the 
time he has already been imprisoned, due 
to certain technicalities, the torm inflicted 
will expire about July next.—Further in- 
stalments of $375,000 of the Shimonoseki 
Indemnity have been paid to the Repre- 
sentatives of England, France and Jiol- 
land.—It has been stated that fifty-two 
students were admitted to Ko Gaku Rio 
(Bngineering College) after the late exam- 
inations,—At a meeting of tho Asiatic So- 
ciety of Japan, on the 18th ultimo, a paper 
on the winds and currents in the vicinity 
of the Japaneso Islands, by Capt, A. R. 
Brown, was read and discussed.—Tho Ath- 
etic Association held its Spring Meeting on 
tholstand 2nd. Mr, Abbott won six events 
in running, and Mr. , Walker the Ladies’ 
Purso, ‘Tho Purso was presented by Miss 
Goodwin, in a pithy but exceedingly apro- 
‘pos speech, the gist of which was somewhat 
aa follows?

HONGKONG. 


A deputation waited on Major-General 
Whitfeild on his departure from the 
colony, with a complimentary address, 
which was read by Chief-Justice Sir John 
Smale.—The first collection of Hongkong 
plants ever sent to the British Museum 
‘was shipped per China on the 25th April, 

the Rev. Jas, Lamont, Pastor of 
inion Church. The consignment includes 
350 specimens, (including 53 ferns,) all 
digenous to Hongkoug.—Wong-Achin, a 
Chinese doctor, has been convicted’ of 
manslaughter through administering a 
dangerous medicine without due care, and 
sentenced to three mor.ths’ imprisonment. 

‘The Crown Solicitor writes to the papers 
informing them that references to the 
Manila lottery wre illegal.—The China 
‘Mail learns that one or two nights ago, a 
mandarin junk chased a number of mer- 
chant junks for the purpose of levying a 
tax on'them, and finding that her prizes 
were likely to escape out of her hands, as 
they had nearly reached Cape D'Aguilar, 
the junk opened fire on them. This at- 
tracted the attention of the Police stationed 
they telegraphed to Hongkong 
for assistance ; when Capt. Deane went 
out with great promptitude in a steam 
Taunch, The mandarin junk, however, 
was not captured. ‘The matter has been 
referred to the Government. 

The Governor has refused the prayer 
of the petition for the remission of the 
sentence of three months’ imprisonment 
passed on Capt. Horiot of the Wanloong. 
‘he members of the German A. D. C. 
have presented their late ‘ Regisseur,” 
Mr. P.G. Hilbbe, with avery handsome 
piece of plate, in token of his eminent ser- 
vices during the season.—On the evening 
of the 7th inst., a large number of ladies 
and gentlemen assembled at the Club Lu 
tano, to assist in a ceremony in commem- 
oration of the late Governor Coelho do 
‘Amaral, of Macao, 

‘Hongkong papers comment at length on 
the telegram about our riot.

Press makes the mistake of generalising too 
much ; it lays too much stress on the im- 
portance of the outbreak, and infers d 
berate organisation from the distinction 
drawn between the Settlements :—“ This 
fact is of very grave significance in regard 
to the nature of the rising. It shows that 
it was not a sudden act on the part of the 
unruly portion of the population but, as is 
always the case in Chinese risings, a deli- 
berately planned affair. It would not occur 
to a.set of desperadoes that there was a 
distinction to be drawn between two Set- 
tlements.” Possibly not; but it would 
occur very clearly to the Ningpo men 
that the Settlement in which their grie- 
vance lay was the one against which 
they had a grudge. ‘They know quite well 
that there ‘are two Municipal Council, 
and under whose jurisdiction the Ningpo 
Joss-house property comes. The general 
tono of the article, however, is sensible.— 
‘The China Mail’ writes more cautiously 
(and therefore without much point), 
waiting for further news. Tt suggests the 
deportation of the officials, on the assump- 
tion that they must have connived at the 
outbreak.—A Club is being got up, to 
introduce rabbits into Stonecutter’s Island, 
the special object being for shooting. 
‘This will bo allowed when sufficient timo 
has been given for breeding purposes. A 
consignment of rabbits has been ordered 
from England and Australia, 

The China Mail has started “« Occasional 
Joltings”—(the latter word is probably 
misprinted)—in which the writer discusses 
amongst other things the “false trade of 
Hongkong” and the tendency of foreign 
firms to make Shanghai their headquarters. 
—The Hongkong Times leade it 
in well-pleased strain.—The G 
Macao has paid the colony a visit.—On 
Saturday the 2nd, a typhoon threatened 
but did not come off. the. Mail 
One of the least. agreeabl 
to local lovers of musi 
operatic troupe have decided to ignore 

longkong. After all, thoir demands wore 
very reasonable. ‘They only wanted their 
passages to Hongkong all paid to commence 
with, a guarantee of $5,000, and of an 
audience for twenty odd nights. No 
capitalist offering to guarantee these terms, 
they have indignantly turned their backs 
upon the Colony. then the Govern 
ment does not subsidise the Drama in 
these parts.—The Daily Press notes that 
the Pauctuzet, which was formerly an 
American gunboat and has recently been 
repaired at the Patent Slip, left yesterday 
for Annam in order to settle the unlucky 
Dang Wee dispute ; and it is understood 
that a representative of Plaintiff goes in 
her, and takes the letter which the Chief- 
Tustico stated in Court he would write to 
tho King.—The British steamer Agnes, 
Captain Worsley, chartered by the Eastern 
Extension, Australasia and China Telegraph 
Company, has just arrived. She left Singa- 
pore on the 19th April, and Capo St. 
James on the 25th. Since leaving tho 
latter place, sho has been engaged repair- 
ing the telegraph cable, which was found 
wilfully cut about 45 miles from Hongkong, 
and part of it, about a mile and a half in 
length, had been stolen. Having grappled 
up one end and buoyed it, it was found on 
returning from the other end that the 
Chinese had been at it again, and had 
actually stolen the buoy and ‘moorings, 
and this end required to be re-grappled, 
the other end having to be buoyed for 
that purpose. This being done, the 
Chinese, who evidently had been watching 
the movements of the steamer, went 
daringly and stole the moorings from the 
other buoy, making the cable fast to the 
buoy again, evidently intending to return 
for more of it. 


















































‘MANILA, 


On the 20th ultimo, General Alaminos, 
the Captain General of the Philippines, 





left Manila for Europe on account of ill- 
health. By last accounts it was not yet 
known who is to be his successor.—On 
the 30th there entered the river the new 
steamer Leonor, recent built at Glasgow 
for the firm of Sturgis & Co., of this place, 
‘The Leonor will make some voyages to 
Albay, and will be commanded by our 
friend’ Mr. Echenique, at present captain 
of the steamer Albay. ‘She will afterwards 
be employed in the China trade, with 
which country there has been such a want 
of regular communication. Other steamers 
now building in Britain on account of 
Spanish and foreign firms engaged in tho 
Philippine trade will follow her.—The 
Diario has heard it asserted, with all 
formality, by a person who is not accus- 
tomed to joke, that before three months 
the steamers of the French Messageries 
‘Maritimes will touch at the port of Manila, 
conveying by so doing passengers and 
cargo for these islands from Marseilles, 

The Marquiz de la Vistoria, which has 
arrived from tho south of Mindunao, 
brings the nows of an engagement between, 
tho corvette Santa Lucia, assisted by tho 
gunboats Samar_and Balusan, and the 
Moors on_ the Island of Patean on the 
south of Solo on the 5th instant, It 
appears tho latter opened fire on the 
Spaniards, when these landed 120 men, 
who after a hand-to-hand encounter killed 
44, and made 15 prisoners. The following 
day another landing was made, and, 
guided by a) prisonor through sundry 

files to a valley, another fight took place, 
when 120 Moors wore killed, and 22 taken 
prisoners, the major part being women and 
children.’ The losses on the Spanis 
were Don Frederico Serantes, midshipman, 
Doctor Don Estanislao Garcia Loranca(a 
son of the genoral of that name) and 5 
seamon killed, with vory few wounded.

last year, stabbed his wife and two children 
to death’the other day.—A lieutonant in 
Nuevd Eoija murdered a poor woman 
who failed to curo his child by magic 
power, and the plea put forward in defence 
was that he had only deprived the world 
of an evil spirit, diabolical sorcoro 
The Diario is at a'loss to comprehend how 
in the 19th century a man is found to 
bolieve in sorcery. 

‘The German barques Gazelle and Marie 
Lousie, which wero seized Inst year for 
illegal trading in the Solo waters, are to 
bo sold by public auction on the 29th. 
‘Tho latter has been doing duty as a tra 
port to the fleet.—China Mail. 

































SINGAPORE, 


A private letter from Pinang, says the 
Straits Times, gives the particulars of tho 
death of the Rev. A. 8. Malet, chaplain of 
B. M.S. Cadmus, by falling’ or jumping 
overboard from the P. & 0. steamer Avoca 
shortly after leaving Singapore. It appears 
that shortly after the pilot left the steamer, 
and when off the Cyrene Shoal, a man was 
reported overboard. Every effort was made 
tosave life, but without success ; and when 
no hope remained, the steamer signalled 
“suicide” to the Singapore flagstafl, and 
proceeded on her voyage. The deceased 
was a passenger from Shanghai to South- 
ampton, and had appeared during the voy- 
ago to be in a weak state of mind. It was 
thought by some on board the vessel, that 
his watching the Malay boys diving along- 
side had so possessed his mind that he had 
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himself plunged overboard in imitation of 
them. It is, however, quite as probable, 
and more reasonable, to suppose that he 
had become giddy while looking over the 
rail into the water, and losing his balance 
had fallen overboard. As there is a strong 
under current where the accident occurred, 
itis not probable the body will ever be 
recovered.

“A telegram from Lieutenant-General 
J. Van Swieten, civil Government Com- 
missioner with and commanding officer of 
the second expedition to Acheen, dated 
the 9th instant, and received vin Penang 
on the 11th inst., contains the intelligence 
that the nati tates on the west coast of 
Sumatra, from Trumon northwards as far 
as Wailah, have acknowledged the supre- 
macy of the Netherlands.” 

A correspondent’s letter from Acheen 
dated the 30th March and appearing in the 
Tuoa Bode of the 15th April contains -the 
following intelligence :—* Cholera has not 
yet disappeared from amongst the troops. 
On the 25th instant, the steamer Deli 
bombarded the campong of Tunku Nauta, 
by way of punishment for the despatch of 
an insulting letter to General Van Swieten. 
‘This campong lies in a N. W. direction. 
‘Phe Deli went close to the shore, and, 
after having anchored, was fired upon from 
two stone forts constructed after the 
Portuguese style of fortification, which 
forts had been in our possession during the 
first expedition. ‘Three of the shots did 
some damage to her rigging. As it was 
evening, the Deli weighed anchor and, on 
the following morning, bombarded’ the 
forts froma safe distance. On the same 
day, shells were pitched from the cannon 
of the Kraton amongst a numerous collec- 
tion of natives in the direction of Panglima 
Polim’s residence. On the 27th, a mandor 
who was supervising the paddy-cutting 
convicts to the east of Kraton, was 
wounded by the Achineso. We are now 
busy clearing away the thorny bamboo 
hedges, &e., &c.; and the completion of the 
Kraton fortifications is being vigorously 
proceeded with.” 

‘The official report of the late fire at Rhio 
runs as follows :—*Rhio (19th March 
On Sunday, the 16th March, a fire b 
out in the Chinese Campong on Senggarai 
island which lies near the chief town, 
‘Tanjong Penang, in consequence of which 
two-thirds of this campong has been laid 
waste, ‘The fire broke out at 1 p.m. and, 
being fanned by a brisk northerly wind, 
increased in violence so quickly that, 
within an hour, 130 houses were burnt 
down, ‘The said campong was built over 
the water, but unfortunately it was just 
then low water, so that extinguishing’ the 
fire could not be thought of." By pulling 
down several houses and the demolition of 
bridges, the land side of the campong was 

reserved, One very old woman perished 
in the flames. Several persons were, 
besides, more or less severely burned ; 
‘one of them died in cousequenco in the 
hospital'at Rhio. ‘The pecuniary damage 
is estimated at f 400,000. ‘The true cause 
of this fire is as yet unknown ; it is sup- 
posed tnt it arose from imprudence ; 
there is no suspicion of malice. The 
Chinese who have been deprived of liouses 
and property are assisted by their country- 
meu, 80 that, in the opinion of the Chinese 
Officers, no ‘pecuniary assistance will be, 
at present, required from Government.” 

‘The Bode of the 15th says :—720 chests 
of Japanese tea from the Tamerlane, sold 
by auction to-day, brought an average rate 
of f 9.—The Java subscriptions on account 
of the famine in Bengal have amounted 
tof 8,465.”

(8) A Memorial from the Governor- 
General of Fuhkien and Chekiang and the 
Governor of Fukien, reporting the appre- 
hension of sundry’ criminals who have 
committed robberies with the aid of stupe- 
fying drags, It appears that a gang of six 
men, vagabonds from different provinces, 
had lately associated themselves under the 
leadership of one Chang Ping-lan, alias 
Chang the Kidnapper, who had discovered 
in an old book a recipe for a stupefying 
compound which would throw its victims 
into a state of unconsciousness for several 
hours, ‘This man and two others of the 
band fell into the hands of the authorities 
in October Inst, when they confessed the 
above facts, together with sundry instances 
of robbery committed within the last 2 or 
3 years by the aid of their potion. ‘The 
circumstances which led to the arrest were 
as follows. One of the party, named 
Hwang Téh-shéng, having ascertained that 
two private letter carriers from Bunan 
were collecting money letters to be for- 
warded to that province, laid a plot to 
drag these men, which was done by means 
of a potion mixed with somo bean-curd 
soup which they drank unsuspectingly. 
Having set out on their journey in com- 
pany with the confederaies, the postmen 

roped down in an unconscious stato after 
reaching a point 15 li distant from the start 
ing place, and the robbers thereupot made 
off with their bag of letters. Hwang Teh- 
shéng persuaded three of his confederates 
to separate from him, with the promise of 
meeting ata cortain spot to divide the spuil, 
but on repairing thither the men found that 
their friends had given them the slip, and 
being overtaken by the letter-carriers they 

ized and given into custody. ‘The 
It of the trial is that the two principal 
offenders have been summarily executed, 
and the third prisoner sentenced to ban- 
ishmeut into slavery in Chinese Turkistan. 
Pending the re-opening of communications 
with that deperidency he is committed to 
prison, having been branded on one cheek 
vith the words “ guilty of using stupefy- 
ing drugs,” and on the other with the words 
“sentenced to transportation.” ‘The au- 
thori ‘of the province in which the 
father of one of the condemned crimi 
lives will bo desired to call him to account 
failure to keep his son under due 
aint ; and the Magistrate of the Dis- 
trict where the robbery was committed is 
held bound under the usual penalties to 
complete the arrest of the remaining of- 
fenders,

‘As the matter of re-facing the Bund is the 
subject of a report by a special Committee, 
the Council would only remark én the great 
utility of this measure; the curve at the end 
of the Bund facing up the River, being in 
very bad order, has been already faced with 
stone at a cost of Taels 16.42; and the whole 
face of the road has been mended up, and 
filled in with stones, so as to prevent water 
from breaking in bebind the facing ; this has 
coat Taels 20, 











Bund is in good order, and there is a stock 
of red clay on hand for further use. 

Police are efficient, and a regular system of 
watches has been inaugurated by Mr. Adams, 
the new European constable, which effectually 
guarantees the quiet and repose of the Settle- 
ment.

Gerimtex,—We beg to submit for your 
consideration 'the following proposals. for 
raising the requisite funds for repairing the 
Bund at this port. 

‘Two ways have suggested themselves to us 
eting this expenditure. 
1°—By the introduction of wharfage dues 
on goods landed at, or shipped from the Bund, 
and 

2—By letting out a portion of the bund 
frontage t ‘tothe River-Steamer Companies, for 
the erection of pontoons or wharfs. 

From the first source it is estimated that 
about Tis. 600 a year could be raised ; that is, 
‘Ts. 400 on imports and Tis. 200 on exports, 
by imposing a tax of 2 cents per package 
on merchandize imported, and one cent a 
package on exports. 

‘This computation has been arrived at in the 
following manner: It is estimated that 
200,000 packages of merchandize are imported 
yearly by vessels of different nationalities 
trading at Kinkiang, of which amount it is 
estimated,—but without reliable data—that 
20,000 packages aro landed on the bund, 
which, at the rate of 2 cents a package, would 
yield Tis. 400 a year on account of wharfage 
dues.” ‘The numberof packages exported is 
much greater, say 650,000 a year, but as the 
bulk of the ted go to the hulks 
direct, it is estimated that the quantity 
shipped from the bund is aot greater than the 
amount landed, say 20,000 packages, which, 

one cent a package, would realize ‘ls. 200 
a year, Export wharfage dues. 

‘From the second source it is thought that 
from 600 taels to 800 taels a year might be 
obtained Ly letting ont a portion of the bund 
frontage, and it is proposed that the latter 
sum should be fixed as the upset price for 500 
feet frontage. 3 

‘The estimated revenue derivable from these 
two sources may be reckoned at Tis. 1,200 a

year. This yearly income would, in four 


years, be sufficient to cover the cost of the 
repairs to the bund (unless an advance could 
be obtained); but, as the present wooden 
facing is likely to last for several years moro, 
the construction of the stone facing might be 
proceeded with as the state of the funds in 
theMunicipal treasury admit, and the work 
extended over threo or more years. 

Should the Council decide upon levying 
netige des, ‘it is suggested that the Mer- 
chants be requested to estimate the amount 
of dues they are likely to pay, and to com- 
mute payment of the éame, in order to save 
the expense ard trouble of collection. Ib 
would be as well to frame a tariff of wharfago 
dues on imports and exports, but leave it 
optional for Merchants to commute payment 
or pay according to the scale of charges.

‘THE RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION, 


To the Editor of the 
‘Norri-Cuma Heratp, 

Sim,—It would be well if the recent 
disturbance in tho French Settlement 
would finally do away with the system of 
double government, and the claims which 
have been urged as to the peculiar tenure 
of that piece of ground. I have no ill 
feelings towards the French ; their succes 
and advancement are very much our own ; 
but I have no sympathy towards claims of 
exclusive jurisdiction, the more especially 
when that jurisdiction is coupled with 
absence of power to defend. Practically, I 
presume, we may hold, after the proc 
ings of Sunday last, that the French Settle 
ment has come to be in the same position as 
tho others at Shanghai ; and theoretically 
Iean conceive no arrangement #0 good in 
its own interests or thoso of foreigners 
generally. For our own sakes we 
cannot permit law and order to bo 
set at defiance across the Yangkingpang. 
Even had wo no individual interests there, 
the Yangkingpang Creek is too narrow & 
boundary between order and anarchy ; and 
mob law within twenty fect of our own 
place of residence is not a pleasant thing 
tocontemplate. In point of fact, foreigners 
other than French have a major intorort 
in the so-called French Settlement ; and as 
it occupies a position between the business 

juarters in the other two Settlements, and 

City, thatinterest, from the incident of 
situation, is likely to continue paramount. 

‘No worse proof of the evils of divided com- 
mand and responsibility could be conceived, 
than was afforded in the riots of Sunday. 
The Municipal Council, supreme in the mat- 
terof roads, excited, or gave the occasion for 
an emeute which the Consul, supreme in 
the matter of police, was unable or unvwill- 
ing to suppress. Finally, by the oconpa- 
tion of the Settlement by Chinese soldiers, 
American and French sailors and Shanghai 
Volunteers, order was restored, and the 
curious sight was afforded of an alleged 
French Concession — garrisoned almost 
entirely by members of other nationalities. 
Except, indeed, for the flag which floated 
on Monday over tho Hotel Municipal, 
one could hardly have supposed that the 
building and compound occupied by men 
from the Ashuelot, and carefully guarded 
all round by Chinese troops with fixed 
bayonets, had within the last few ‘hours 
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been claimed as a veritable piece of French 
territory 
Historically, it is well-known that the 
French Settlement was included in the 
early Land Regulations ; and though it was 
some years ago withdrawn from the com- 
monwealth, I trust that the time is 
not far distant when a more profitable and 
satisfactory arrangement may be arrived 
at. No nation is louder in objecting to 
an anomaly than the French ; yet it would 
be difficult tu discover » greater one than 
the French Settlement itself. Why and 
for what end it exists as French, is 
certainly beyond the reasoning powers of 
most men to discover. The one reason 
that it protected French commerce might 
erhaps have been pleaded, were it not 
that events show itself needs protection. 
Without any pretence at exclusive jurisd 
tion, the other Settlements at Shanghai 
contrived to establish a more efficient 
m of control. Had the three Settle- 
ments on Sunday been under one common 
the riot would have been stamped 
out in the first hour, and probably we 
should not have to regret the loss of a 
single life, Ihave seen much to convince 
me that a mob at Shanghai can boas bad as 
at Tiontsin or any other part of the empire. 
It was owing to no good management on 
the part of the French, that the result was 
different in th resent case, At ai 
moment we e exposed ti 
other danger ; it certainly behoves us all, 
on both sides of the Yang-king-pang, to 
strive that no such misdeeds as disgraced 
last Sunday, shall again occur in our 
neighbourhood ; and I think an amalgama- 
tion of the Settlements would be an iu 
portant step towards this end.

Sm,—I am apprehensive that the com- 
munication addressed to the Municipality 
of the French Concession by the Managers 
of the Ningpo Cemetery, which appeared 
fast week in the .-O. Herald, will not be 
sufficiently understood for want of the map 
by which the original document was illus- 
trated. Tsolicit therefore the favor of its 

ublication, that the reasonableness of the 

‘ingpoese may be made more clearly known 
to the Foreign Community of this Settle- 
ment. 

‘My apology for taking part in the dis- 
cussion is that an acquaintance of twenty 
yoars’ duration with these people seems to 
render it incumbent on me to vindicate 
thom when they are unjustly assailed : to 
be silent on the present occasion would be 
8 detlition of duty. ‘ : 

inspection of the map, and an acquain- 
tance with all the facts of the case will, I 
think, afford ample evidence to unbiased 
minds that the Ningpoese are not unreason- 
able in the position they have assumed. 
‘What bias the French Consul-General 
maytpossibly have, is certainly not in 
favor of the Managers of the Guild ; but 
ho was ao well satisfied with respect to the 
reasonableness of the opposition to the 
proposed graveyard desecration, that he 
seconded the appeal which the Managers 
f the Cemetery made to the Municipality 
against that offensive measure. No one 
uninfluenced by the excitement now 
isting will dissent from the views of tl 
functionary. 

Pending the Municipal reply to that 
remonstrance of the Managers of the Ce- 
metery, their constituents became impa- 
tient.'and then alarmed at reports which 
reached them of the determination of the 
Municipality forcibly to desecrate the 
Cemetery. ‘The Managers were besieged by 
deputatious protesting against the ob- 
noxious measure, protesting with more 
vehemence knowing that they had the 
sympathy of the Cousul and Taotai. The 
Managers could only counsel patience, 
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jent the populace were, until the 28h 
ultimo, when the Municipal Council made 
known its determination to proceed with 
the work, malgré Consular, Magisterial, 
and popular objections. Then the peo- 
ple began to assemble on the Cemetery 
grounds, each day in greater numbers, 
determined peacefully to disallow the en- 
trance of workmen who might be sent to 
disturb their ancestral remains. ‘This pas- 
sive resistance continued until it was 
transformed into a riot by rowdy 
foreigners, whose nationality cannot be 
ascertained. Some native courtesans who 
appeared on the scene were recognized by 
the crowd as living under the protection of 
Frenchmen, They were hooted at and 
jostled, they sought and obtained the pro- 
tection’ of the foreigners, who belaboured 
the crowd with umbrellas, The crowd 
threw stones. This was resented by 
the Police, who slashed with their swords. 
Chinese blood was drawn. The now 
incensed crowd surged against the premises 
of one of the most obnoxious of the 
Frenchmen, Chinamen were then shot. 
Next followed a scene such as one wit- 
nesses in every country during a riot, the 
destruction of property by the canaille, 
and deeds of violence blindly directed. 
On the part of foreigners there was loss 
of property easily made good, and some 
wounds likely to heal without trouble. 
On the part of the Chinese, several killed 
and mangled, many wounded, some fatally: 
‘The sight of the slain and wounded 
enraged the crowd, who nevertheless were 
wuiet, ‘Their quiet seemed to provoke 
their enemies, who several hours after the 
fire had been’ extinguished, levelled their 
guns at the spectators, killing some and 
wounding others—a totally unprovoked 
massacre! ‘To the honor of the Consul 
be it eaid he had at an early hour ordered 
the armed police to retire, and throughout 
sought to avert the effusion of blood. 
‘The men who perpetrated this atrocity had 
been armed at the Municipal Hall, and 
went to the scene of disorder without au- 
thority. 

‘Mangled remains of the Chinese, nearly 
all of them harmless spectators, were gazed 
at by thousands, with feelings ‘common to 
amen on such occasions ; but no sooner was 
it made known that the Consul had decided 
in the exercise of his authority to over-ride 
the decision of the Municipal Council, than 
perfect peace was restored. 

In view of these facts, who will affirm 
that the Ningpoese were the most culp- 
able of the parties concerned? When 
calmer views prevail they will be exonerated 
from blame, but now unfortunataly there 
are persons, neither few nor uninfluential, 
who are clamorous for the opening of 
the roads and the demolition of the 
cemetery temple (Joss House), They tell 
us, we have lost prestige. Beit so. But 
let us recover it by a scrupulous regard for 
the rights of the people into whose domicile 
we have forced ourselves, The Chinese 
are not a conquered people: foreigners 
och as f they bad boon mujugated.. To 
coarse minds their amenity is taken for 
pusilanimity or servility. In the long run 

:pprehensions of this kind will prove to 
be incouvenient, to say the least. We are 
looking forward to the introduction of rail- 
waysintoChina. Now railways cannot come 
within miles of any city in China, without 
disturbing the remains of the dead. This 
is a fitting occasion to consider how this 
difficulty can be best met. It so happens 
that two plans of carrying roads through 
cemeteries have been tried at Shanghai, 
the Coercive and Parsuasive. The failure 
of the former we have just witnessed— 
the success of the other is not gene- 
rally known. It merits recording. In 
marking out the line for the Shanghai 
and Woosung Railway, it was found that 
some forty graves required removal. 
The mere appearance of a surveyor 
on the spot occasioned commotion and 


























an opposition that was made empha 


tic by harmless missiles ; but no sooner 
were the people reasoned with by 
one acquainted with their language, and 
compensation offered, than they acquiesced, 
and all the graves save one are to be 





juietly removed ; that one being under 
the charge of a woman who is too old to 
be persuaded. The road will make a 


curye at that grave until new heir suo- 
ceeds, when it can bo straightened, 

‘There are times however when persua- 
sion is futile, as when those whom you 
would persuade have been rendered dogged 
by an opposite policy. Tt is no, secret 
that the Chinese residents in the French 
Concession regard with disfavor the a- 
nomalous and arbitrary rule which prevails 
in that part of the Foreign Settlements, 
‘To men of all nationalities here, the ex- 
ercise of exclusive jurisdiction over a 
portion of the Foreign Settlement is 
a grievance, but somewhat of a sen- 
timental character ; to the Chinese, ho 
ever, it is a grievance which excites bit- 
ter hostility ; it has engendered feelings 
which place all foreign interests in perpetual 
jeopardy. It must be obvious to intelli- 
gent Frenchmen that their system of ex- 
clusive administration has completely 
broken down, It brings neither honor nor 
strength to France, and is a source of 
chronic complaint to men of every 
nationality. Doubtless, when France at- 
tains the political liberty to which she 
aspires (Heaven speed the consummation), 
she will abandon her claims to special 
jurisdiction in Shanghai, and allow is fully 
to enjoy the advantages of cosmopolitan 
government,

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‘THE EMBASSY TO KASHGARIA. 


(Briend of India Correspondence. ) 
It isa great satisfaction to report our 
having been most cordially received here 
in the capital of Eastern Toorkestan, Since 
our arrival on the 4th no effort has boen 
wanting, un the the part of our hosts, 
either to do honour to the British Embassy, 
or to attend to the personal comfort of 
each individual composing it. Our first 
introduction to the Amoer, as Yakoob 
Khan now styles himself under the authori- 
ty of the Sultan, took place on the day of 
our arrival, at his express request, in 
order that he might lose no time in ‘bid- 
ding us weleome. We had scarcely ox- 
amined our new residence, when the sum- 
mons came, and we started for the palace. 
‘The proof of the high honour designed 
for us—the first artillery salute heard in 
Kashgar was that fired in honour of hie 
Excellency the British Euvoy, as he took 
hia seat in the Audionco Hall. Mr. For- 
syth was received by the Ameer, before 
the officers of his staff were introduced. 
After some minutes’ conversation, the 
various members of the Mission followed 
him into the hall and were, each in 
turn, presented. A Dusturkhwan followed, 
which was shared by host and guests, and 
after the usual polite enquiri id exe 
pressions of welcome we retired, bringing 
way impressions very favourable tu tho 
self-made Chief whose goodwill and 
friendship is desired by our Govern- 
ment. The Ameer received us alone, 
and all were struck by the entire absence 
of display in all his surroundings. There 
were but bare walls and carpets in the 
hall, and the Dusturkhwan was less pre- 
tentious than that of which we partake 
daily inour own quarters, This was 
carried in by the soldiers of our ‘guard of 
honour” with perfect silence and regu- 
larity, and was removed it 
manner. To suppose the dignified indi- 


















































vidual, who keeps up sll this studied sim- 
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Plicity, to be capable of a joke, requires a 
stretch of the imagination, Yet it was 
amusing to hear from Synd Yakoob Khan, 
that he had been allowed to listen from 
behind a door at the end of the hall to 
all that passed, and that the King had 
remarked that’ one of the officers of the 
Embassy appeared very uncomfortable 
when adopting the Toorkee fashion of 
sitting ! 

‘Thrar Khan Toora has been appointed 
our Mihmandar. Fle amuses us by his 
evident desire to impress us with the fact 
that they are not entirely uncivilised in 
Central Asia, After abusing our crockery 
when he drank tea here two days ago, he 
sent over n present of tea cups:’ then 
followed candlesticks aud very ‘excellent 
candles. Wo have but to express a wish, 
in fact, for an effort to be made by our 
friends to gratify it. Our having, when at 
Shahidoolla, adopted a Khirgiz’ Akoo as 
our smoking room, was faithfully re- 
ported, and’ during the Inst two days 
there has been a great business going on 
in the erection of a perfectly new Akoo 
prepared for us by the express order of 
the King. ‘Thrar Khan himself insists 
on superintending the marking out of 
the platform on which it is placed. ‘The 
real want in the country may be said 
to lio in the Inck of population ; it is vei 
diticult at present to arrive at a just eati- 
mate of the number of inhabitants, but 
in clear that the population of the enti 
country has been greatly over-esti 
Large tracts of desert separate the inha- 
dited places, which need but the hand of 
man tv bo converted into fruitful fields 
and vineyards, for the water supply is suffi- 
cient, and an extension of the irrigation 
system a) a Thave not yot en- 























countered His Highness’ Secretary in the 
Public Works Department. Yet, there {s 
reason to suppose that this branch of Go- 
vernment is not entirely neglected ; the 





Duildings constracted for’ our accommoda- 
tion are admirably designed to meet our 
wants, and there is order and regularity 
in whatever work is taken in hand, 

We are constantly reminded of the exist- 
ence of a standing army, by the blowing 
of buglos at all hours ; and every morning 
thero 18 a considerable amount of powder 
consuined on the parade ground, which is 
at no great distance from the Embassy. 
Tam not yet, howover, in a position to 
speak authoritatively on military matters. 
Tam a little inclined to doubt whether 
thore is trath in a report that the Chinese 
infantry, belonging to the garrison, are 
Gressed ‘in a spotted costume and wear 
Jorge artificial ears in imitation of the 
Bengal tiger. Yet I am informed by some 
‘one who witnessed the Inst field day, that 
armed soldiers dressed as above formed 
rallying squares to resist the attack of 
mounted opponents and, covering them- 
solves with their shields, awaited the 
charge. ‘Their final mansuvre, however, 
is the most instructive ; on the near ap 
proach of the horsemen, these alarming 
soldiers rose shouting and brandished their 
shields and such weapons as they possessed 
till the enemy's horse gave way through 
fenr at their ‘appearance! Have we really 
stumbled on ancient Scythians, or what 
ruce of Herodotus’ acquaintance have we 
here represented by Chinese warriors? I 
um writing of what Ihave heard and not 
of what Thave seen ; still the information 
afforded may be of value to students of the 
Art of War at our Camps of Exercise, and 
a hint from Yarkund may lead to the con- 

n of modern tacticians. It is quite 
» that the question of Mounted In- 
fantxy has been more nearly solved on this 
side the Himalayas than elsewhere. It is 
only necessary to put arms of precision 
into the hands of the pony-riding  soldiors

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HONGKONG AND SHANGHAI. 


‘Under the head of ‘local jottings,” a writer 
in the China Afail discourses as follows 

Several on dite are afloat. I shall notice 
one of them now, which is to the effect that 
some of the English firms will remove their 
head-quarters to Shanghai. A ‘change in 
the spirit of the dream” is apparently coming 
upon the directing section of the Chiva trade. 
It has often occurred to me: what is the trade 
of Hongkong to justify its being the .seat of 
the taipans? Tt indeed looks like nothing else 
than following the example of certain Western 
Powers, who have their executive and seats 
of government at ports of small commer- 
cial importance. Prior to the Arrow war, 
the head-quarters of the mercantile firms, 
with the exception of those of two, were 
in Canton, aud very properly too, for the 
country produce was shipped from thence, and 
the imports passed through it to the con- 
suming places. Even then Hongkong presented 
the attraction of its mansions, club luxuries, 
carriages, &c., but they were too feeble to 
produce for years the change which the shells 
of Sir Michael Seymour accomplished in a few 
days—the exodus of the mercantile commu- 
nity from Canton and the destruction of the 
factories gave the finishing stroke to the old 
city’s misfortunes. ‘This naturally gavea start 
to Hongkong, which the driven-aways from 
Canton became more and more partial to by 
the’ advantages it offered, in a social way, 
over those of the ‘ pack-houses ” at 
Honam, after the termination of the 
war. ‘From a seuse of insecurity to 
property, and like the Banks, which never 
cared to re-open their branches at Canton, 
this place continued to be the seat of the 
taipaus. But I may ask cui bono? the pro- 
duet of the Colony being nothing else than 
cabbages and camelias. The produce and 
manufactures of China being shipped from 
Consular ports, through which English ‘mani 
factures find their way iuto the interior, it 
indeed appears anomalous that the heads of 
firms should not be at those ports to closely 
consult the chart by which to be guided with 
regard to fine Oopacks and choice Tsatlees, 
but remain at a place in which the only de- 
scription of native industry brought to light 
forms the annual horticultural show. What- 
ever confidence captain may have in the 
abilities and judgment of his officers, he 
never retires into his cabin to read novels 
leaving to his subordinates the task of navi- 
gating the vessel. So the directing powers 
see at last the necessity of being located at the 
“centre of trade,” which as regards tea, silk 
and English manufactures, is Shanghai.

Hearing of petition by Eugene McLoughlin, 
A debtor’s summons was filed by the 
er against the debtor on the Sth April 

t, together with the necessary affidavit 
and particulars, and a copy of it was served 
an the debtor the same day, returnable within 
seven days after. No affidavit disputing the 
debt was fled by the debtor in the Registry. 
On the Ist May, the petitioner filed his 
bankruptoy petition, which was served on the 
debtor tho same day. ‘The hearing thereof 
was fixed for this day. On the 9th inst., the 
debtor filed his notice of intention of disputin 
the petitioning creditors’ claim, on the groun 
that it arose out of gambling transactions 
between them of a nature not cognisable by a 
Court of Law, a copy of which was served on 
the creditor. : 

‘Mr. Ronrssox appeared for the petitioning 
eraditor. 

‘The Debtor appeared in person, 

Mr. Romnssox. said the requisite facts to 
justify the adj ym of the bankruptey 
were fully set out in the petition, 

‘His Lorpsutr.—And he disputes it now on 
the ground of their being gambling transac- 
tions? 

‘Mr, Roprvsox said yes, Mr, Martin had 
given notice to this effect, but he submitted 
the objection could not be taken, and would 
ask his Lordship’s final decision, Otherwise 
a debtor could keep back his objéction unt 
after the creditor had gone to the expense of 
presenting a petition, and then como and set 
up a defence which ought to have been set up 
in the first instance. Air. Robinson quoted the 
22nd of the Rules in Bankruptey, which 
appeared to him to be perfectly imperative, 
It was as follows :— 

“There shall be endorsed on the debtor 
summons, in addition to an intimation of the 
consequences of neglect to comply with the 

uisition of the summons, a notice to the 
debtor that if he disputed the debt, and 
desired to obtain the dismissal of the summons, 
he must file an afSdavit with the Registrar, 
within seven days in the case ofa trader, an 
threo weeks in the ease of a non-trader, stating 
that he is not a0 indebted, or ouly #0 to a less 
amount than £50.” 

‘His Lonpsmir.—In what way is hea trader? 

Mr. Rommxsox said there had been no 
notice to the contrary. Mr. Robinson then 
quoted the 38th of the Rules, and a clau 
page 145 of Mr. Robinson's Book on Bau! 
ruptey, 2nd edition, cap. 9., both of which 
he contended supported his argument. 

‘His Lorpsmir said his imp ‘was that 
the debtor was at liberty to raise his objection 
cither immediately on getting the summons, or 
upon the petition, When a petition was pre- 
sented, a debtor was justified in raising every 
possible objection to it. 

‘Mr, Mauxaw said at the time he was served 
with the petition he was not a trader. 

His Lonnsarr.—Then that is one of the 
grounds upon which you ought to have objec- 
ted, but as you did not do so I must presume 
you were a trader. 

Mr. Roprxsox continued to argue upon the 
point, and eventually, 

His Lornsutr said ‘he would take time to 
consider it, 

Mr. Ropixsox thanked his Lordship, aa it 
was very desirable that some rale should be 
Inid down which the Court would adopt in 
such cases. Mz, Robinson then commented 
‘upon the form of objection itself, What was 
the meaning of it? It stated that the debt 
aforesaid was entirely the result of gambling 
transactions. To his knowledge, the trans: 
actions that took place between the petition- 
ing creditor and the debtor were entirely of 
a business nature. 

His Lorpsuir said that would be for the 
debtor to make out. He would proceed with 
the evidence. 

‘Evcese McLovomus, sworn, said—I am 
a sharebroker in Shanghai. I have beon in 
the habit for a long time of purchasing shares 
for Mr. Martin, the debtor, and re-selling 
them on his account and making him advances 
to enable him to pay for these shares. Ihave 
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from time to time delivered statements iu 
reference thereto to Mr. Martin. At the com- 
mencoment ofthe present year I delivered 
him such astatement. It appeared from the 
balance sheet that Tis. 4,003.60 was due to 
me then ; and against that sum I held several 
U.S.N. shares of Mr. Martin's, which re- 
duced this to Ts. 1,944. Before instituting 
these proceedings I’ delivered him a certain 
statement, as to how we stood, against which 
V held eighteen U.S. N. steamer shares, 
which, giving him credit for them, reduced this 
to about Tis. 86477. The payments made by 
‘me were made at his request, and by his 
sanction, I presented the particulars of de- 
mand to Mr. Martin himself. Mr. Martin 
told me he was unable to pay, but he acknow- 
edged the debt. In consequence of m 
inability to obtain payment I caused a debtor's 
summons to be issued against him. He has 
‘not compounded with mein any way. Ihave 
acted, throughout my transactions with Mr. 
‘Martin, only as his broker. 

‘To Mr. Manri,—I have on several occs 
sions taken over shares for your account, on 
your request and concurrence, You pledged 
me five Victoria Fire shares. ‘You have paid 
me interest, but 1 have not received premiums. 
Some of the shares were bought on time and 
some for cash. They were not bought for 
myself, You have not asked mo to realize 
‘the shares but said you thought I should have 
doue so, In acknowledging the debt you 
offered to compound, and ‘Ar, Cowie also 
requested to do so, but I declined your offer. 

fr, Martin said he had nothing else to 
remark, He had done all he could to satisfy 
the petitioner, and Mr. Cowie had also come 
forward and ‘asked petitioner to allow him 
time, but he bad brought him into Court 
novertheles 

His Lonpsmir,—There is not the slightest 
pretence for saying as against your Broker that 
the debt mentioned in the Petition was 
in respect of gambling transactions. 

‘Mr. Manrix,—But it was connected with 
it, my Lord. 

‘His Lonvsmir,—That is to say, you gam- 
bled; aud employed a Broker to buy and sell 
for you. ‘The objection is dismissed, and an

Manchw’s bow. The engines were at once 
stopped, and reversed, but the stem of the 
Manchu came into collision with the middle 
of the said boat, making a hole in her sail. 
‘Tho'eraft was distinctly seen, and was an open 
boat with one mast as already mentioned. 
‘The question was asked if assistance was 
needed, but the persons in the boat answered 
in the negative ; and the Answer denied that 
the said bost sank in consequence of such in- 
juries, she being seen to float afterwards under 
sail a much longer time than it would have 
taken to run her ashore, Negligence on 
the part of the Manchu was denied. 

‘Phe Court suggested that the evidence to be 
offered should be directed to the question 
whether the steamer was in fault. The ques- 
tion in regard to the measure of damages could 
be entered upon if necessary at a later 

iod. "This was agreed to by the respective 
unsel. 

Mr. Goorer proceeded to open the case, 
remarking upon the clauses of the petition 
seriatim, and setting forth fully the grounds 
upon which the case was proceeding. Re- 
ferring to the answer, if his Honour would 
receive it, he would asi for the admission of a 
letter his Honour had addressed to the Taotai, 
in auswer to one from him applying for 
redress. ‘The letter, of which he had obtaised a 
trauslation, set forth Capt. Spedding’s answer. 
He didadwit being at Woosung on the evenin 
in question, and of a boat having brushe 
against the’ steamer, that in juence the 
engines were stopped, but that no accident was 
found to have occurred, and if anything of 
the sort had taken place, it was in connection 
with some other steamer. In his opinion 
there were two important facts on the face of 
this letter,—first, that it was not alleged the 
accident occurred through any alteration of the 
boat's course; and second, that the engines 
were not stopped until after the accident 
occurred. 

Mr. Watsewntanrr objected to the admission 
of a statement made by a third party. 

‘The Court.—Mr. Cooper is now remarking 
upon his case ; when he shall propose to put 
in this letter,” the Court will decide whet 
it may be admitted. 

Mr. Coren held that, although his Honour 
had written or directed the writing of the 
letter, it was virtually the statement of Capt. 
Spedding, and while admitting the right 
of the Court to put an estimate on its valuo, 
he considered it important evidence on the 
points he had referred to. Mr. Cooper went 
‘on to say that it was his desire to sug- 
gest to the Court that the trae cause of the 
Collision was the absence of any look-out, and 

ross catelessness on the part of the Aaichw. 

‘There were two principles of law which he 
proposed to sot up in this case, viz. (1)—In 
the case of a collision between a steamer 
aud a sailing vessel, the master of the latter, 
being under alarm, contributed to the colli 
sion. The Court said: it was not his fault, 
but the fault of the steamer to place him in 
such a position. ‘The steamer hal power to 
pass ata greater distance, and the error of 
tho master of the sailing vessel was not his 
fault. (2id.) In the case of the Oregon v. 
ona, reported in 18 Howard’s Reports, the 
steamer was held answerable, for going’ into 
dangerous proximity to another Yesse), and 
for any damages‘arising therefrom, the fault 
not being attributable to the other. After 
some further remarks relative to the claims 
made on behalf of the friends of the drowned 
men, Mr. Cooper proceeded to call evidence. 

CiENG-KEE-TOx, cautioned, said.—I belon; 
to Chinhae. Twas the owner of a junk calle 
the Chen-yen-yuen. I built her myself, at a 
cost of $2,000, which included everything. 
She was built five years ago at a place about 
70 W from Chinhae. 1 bought the material 
and hired men to build her. “{ have had pos- 
session of her ever since she was built, and 
had her registered, which has been renewed 
every year. She was last registered at Shang- 
hai, ini the year before last, 11th moon. ‘The 
certificate was in the boat when she went 
down. Her registered uumberwas G44. Her 
size-Was—61 feet in length, 11 feet in width, 
and S$ feet in depth, Chinese measurement. 
Her carrying capacity was 80,000 catties— 
800 pieuls. {have always traded at Shang- 
hai, and other neighbouring ports. On the 







































































voyage on which she was lost she was neatly 
three-fourths full of cargo, which consisted 
of shark's fins, fish glue, tobacco, tinfoil, 
and so forth. When I left Dragon’s Hill for 
Shanghai, there were 11 hands on board. She 
sailed on the 21st of the 10th moon, or 10th 
Deo. We passed the Lightship shortly after 
the first watch, which was on the night of the 
22nd, or 11th'Dec. (Thursday). Ib was be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock. We reached the 
locality of the Kin-toan Beacon about the 3rd 
watch. The wind was S. W., and moderately 
light. " The weather was fing, the stars were 
visible, aud the moon about 30 feet high. 
When we passed the Light-ship the tide was 
ebb ; when we arrived at the Beacon, flood 
tide hhad commenced. We were then steering 
about N.W., and on the in-shore side. When 
we were some 10 li below the Beacon, [ noticed 
a white light about 5 li ahead, and I therefore 
ordered the mau at the wheel to exhibit an- 
other light over our side, Thero was at the 
time a red light on the mizen mast, the one 
which I ordered to be shewn over the side was, 
common Ningpo lantern. We were not going 
very fast. The lowdah was at the wheel. 
‘When I shewed the additional light, we yielded 
the road, and went in shore, changing our 
course from N. W. to due W.; the steamer 
was then 2 or 3U distant. It was just os 
possible for the steamer to have seen us, a8 
it was for us to see them. ‘Thero were three 
or four men on deck, when tise light, was firat 
seen. We kept our eyes on the steamer all 
the time. When we saw she was comin

¢ two of the masts of the junk standing out 
of the water after she sunk. (We knew the 
steamer running into us was the Manchu, 
One of the crew called out to us that they wero 
going to Nagasaki. We saw no other steamor 
pass down that night, Mine was a three- 
masted junk, aud we wore under full sail. 
have never heard of a fisherman’s boat being 
scraped, or brushed, by a steamer that night. 
It is not truc when we got close up to the 
steamer that we altered our helm s0 as to 
cross her bows. I am positive two lights 
wwere exhibited by us. Je ia customary for 
steamers to keep in mid-channel, and tho 
all boats to go in-shore, where the water 
is shoal. T don't know that I could bavo 
done anything further than what was done, to 
have avoided the collision. 

The Court then adjourned. On resuming, 
the witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Eames. He said:—I was  super-cargo on 
board ; I always sailed on board in that capa- 
city. E have frequently sailed from Dragon’a 
Hill to Shavghai, and have often brought 
this kind of cargo. A counterfoil of the cor- 
tificate of the junk is kept at the port where 
it was registered. 

Bs. Coors explained that appligation had 
deen made for it, but it had not been reoeived. 

‘Wirsess—The light was put up by Wong- 
ah-foo. *{A Chinese compass was here 
produced, the witness's account as to tho 
changing’ of the course of the junk, as the 
steamer come close to her, not being deemed 
sufficiently clear. The expedient, however, 
proved unsuccessful, witness eventually con- 
fessing his entire ignoraneo of the instrument, 
saying the lowdah fully understood it, that 
being his business.] The steamer struck us 
at an angle of 45° on the starboard side.

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‘There were neither oars nor sails in the 
fampas, and we were therefore unable to get 
back to the junk to save the two men on board.

Their course 
was slightly in shore, about N. W., as far as 
he could judge, He could not say how much 
they altered their course. All sail was set. 
Witness held the light at the side till the 
collision occurred, and in his opinion, if there 
had been a look-out on the Manchu, she 
could have seen the light, or even a man. The 
jib-boom first came iu contact with the main- 
aail, which threw the boat’s head round at an 
angle of 45, and the stem of the Manchu 
thon struck her hull. All the crew shouted. 
There was plenty of time for the Manchu to 
have altered her course if the shouts had 
been heard. ‘The engines were stopped after 
the collision. ‘They called out to them to 
run in shore ; those on the junk replied there 
was not time. At the same time some one 
called out telling them they were going 
Nagasaki. Through the collision, the 
gave way, letting the water in freely 
the crew, finding that the after part was full 
of water, got into the sampan. While they 
were getting into it, the steamer proceeded 
onward, and caused such a disturbance in the 
water, that the sampan drifted. away before 
ll had got into it.

‘His Hoxovn said that the’steamer might be 
entangled in some way with the junk, which 
would arrest her course speedily. ; 

‘Witness, being interrogated on the point, 
said the junk was not entangled with the 
‘steamer. 

‘The Associate held this only supported the 
statement he had made. 

‘Witness, being asked by Mr. Cooper if they 
were not all too frightened to notice the 
small details minutely, replied, they were 
frightened, but remembered correctly what 
occurred both as to distance and time. The 
yesels were lying clote together about ax 
long as it would take a Chinaman to walk 
from here (the Court) to Garden Bridge. 

CuENG-Fo-zee, another of the crew of the 
junk, after giving an account of the circum- 
‘Stances connected with the collision, stated 
in reference to the point referred to by the 
‘Associate, that the vessels were together a 
rather less time than stated by the previous 
witness. They were not entangled at all, but 
lying side by side, the Manchu not attempt- 
ing to save those on board, but advising 
them to make for the shore.

The space between them after 
the collision was about a boat's width, and 
they could not bave got aboard without help 
from the steamer. 

"The Court then adjourned. On resuming, 

Mr. Watxewniout cross-examined the wit- 
ness, who said that when he first saw the 
steamer they were 5 li from the shore, and 10 li 
below the Beacon.

Consul to Mr. Stoddard, 
dated Sept. 24th 1873, in which he informed 
him of the amount of the judgment against 
him in the case of Olyphant & Co., but telling 
im at the same time that he need not pay it 
tinless he saw fit, He then read Mr. Stod- 
dard’s reply, dated Sept. 27th, in which he 
stated that’ be had paid the amount. ‘This 
‘Mr. Robinson held was a voluntary act, the 
bankrupt at the time knowing his position, 
and he asked his Honour to enter a note to 
that effect. As a matter of form Mr. Robin- 
sou put in the petition in the aforesaid case, 
asking the Court to take judicial notice of the 
fact that Mr. Stoddard filed his petition in 
this Court on the 30th Sept., and that the 
amount of his debts were then ‘Tis. 106,090.75. 

Tn consequence of the absence ‘of the

‘A. Parersox, a witness for the defendant, 
who being sworn, said :—I am manager of the 
Oriental Bank. Mr. Stoddard had an account 
with us last year, On the 16th August 1873, 
T received a eter from him.

America, that. 
in contemplation of - bankr: 
intent to prefer one creditor to an other 
creditor was fraudulent ani void, yet if 
that payment was made uuler pressure in 
any way, it removed any objections on the 
gran of ‘a fraudulent preference. 
Mr. Wainessright then proceeded to read at 
length from pages 155-160 of a book on th 
American law of bankruptoy by Mr. Hawin 
Tames, which included several cases where 
pressure being proved, fraudulent preference 
was held not to exist. From them, in the 
words of Mr. James, at the beginning of his note: 

particular section, it could id 
down as a general principle that, in order 
to make a transaction void, it ‘must not 
only be proved to have been made at a time 
when the bankruptcy is contemplated, but 
also that the payment was voluntary.

He 
might have known in his position, but he 
thought he could prove that he never took 
any steps or contemplated any steps with a 
view to making himself a bankrapt; and it 
was only in consequence of threate on the 
part of certain persons that he decided to 
make himself bankrupt.

‘Che Court then adjourned. On resuming, 
Pepxo M. Carvaruo, of the Oriental Bank, 
was sworn, He stated that the press copy 
letter-book produced belonged to the Bank, 
and then deposed to the fact of certain letters 
in it, and dated between the 16:h~ August 
and the 25th September, Leing copies of cor- 
ondence passing between Mr, Paterson 
Messrs, Olyphant and Co. 
Lyax Hoyt Sropparp, sworn, examined 
by Mr. Warsewnronr, stated :—About the 
end of Dec. 1872, I borrowed a sum of Tis, 
2,500 from Messrs. Olyphant & Co., for which 
I gave a promissory note. I promised Mr. 
Hayes that I would repay the money on 
receipt of certain freights I expected from 
the barque Lightfoot, belonging to me, on her 
retura from her voyage to Puget Sound, 
Daring Feb., I received information that the 
ship had put into Honolulu, and been con- 
demned. Messrs. Olyphant & Co, were aware 
of this, I was at Hongkong when the 
message came, and on my return Mr. Hayes 
asked me about it, in the end of Feb. or first 
of March. I told him that I was now unable 
to pay the money from that source, but that 
Lheld a draft for £1,500, drawn by the eapt. 
of another vessel, the Deogawm, on the cou: 
signees, in Moutreal, Gillespie ‘Moffat & Co., 
which 1 proposed to sell and pry him out of the 
proceeds, 1 could not sell the draft here, aind 
told Mr. Hayes that I had written toMontreal to 
have the funds sent me from there. I. wrote 
carly in April to the captain to remit me £2,000 
as the draft had been cancelled. 1 instructed 
him to remit the money to the Oriental Bank 
in London, About the samo time I called on 
Mr, Paterson, informed him what I had done, 
and asked him to write to the London office, 
‘and get them to remit the money by wire here 
when it was paid in to them, “I told Mr. 
Hayes what [had done about this. I wrote 
aters-n on 16th August with reference 
sum of money. I had informed 
Olyphant & Co., before writing that letter, 
that they would ‘receive the amount I owe 
them out of it, I can't recollect the precise 
date I spoke to Mr. Hayes on the subject, 
but T did tell him of having written the Tetter 
at the time L wrote it, and also spoke with 
him on the matter in June, when he informed 
me that the house accounts had. been made 
upto the end of that month, and he hoped the 
debt would not appear in the books after 
the 30th. Idon’t recollect any special occa- 
tion besides on which I spoke with him before 
the letter of 16th August. I wrote a 
19th Sept. to Mr. Paterson, in consequence 
of aletter from the captain,” which I found 
waiting me on my return from the South on 
T7th Sept., advising me, that £2,125.8.3 had 
beon remitted to my credit ‘by Messrs, 
Gillespie, Moffat & Co. Either the afternoon 
[returned or next day, Mr. Wisner of Oly. 
phant & Co, came to sce me. He remarked 
that he supposed I remembered I owed the 
house Tle. 2,500, and they had not received it 
from the Oriental Bank. I informed him of 
the receipt of the letter from the Captain of 
the Deogaum, and that I presumed the money 
would come indue course. The next thing 
I knew was that Messrs. Olyphant had taken 
proceedings in this Court to recover the 
luoney, and [ was served with an attachment. 
Tam. shown a document, initi 
served on me at 11.30 a.m. on 22nd Sept., 
(the petition) ; also the warrant of attachment 
served the same day. Iasked Mr. Phonix 
who served it to go round to you—(Mr. 
Wainewright)—and get it stayed, #0 that no 
proceedings should be taken ‘against any 
household or personal effects, as I had no 
doubt the money would arrive. Action un- 
der the attachment was stayed. I was living 
then in Gnoamen road, and the furniture in 
the house belonged to me. On the 23rd, I 
confessed judgment ; I had not then taken 
any steps with a view to bankruptey, and 
did not intend to do so of my own-sesord. 
It is difficalt for me to say whether I 
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‘thought I could avoid it; I thought there 
was a possible chance that I might, and I 
didnot wish to take any steps which might 
lead to it. I did not intend, by confessing 
judgment, to give Olyphant & Co. any pre: 
ference over any other creditors, but thought 
[was carrying out an engagement previously 
entered into. I looked upon it as a necessary 
act to carrying out the arrangement, believing 
that, if I did not do so, there would be a sui 
in Court, and that in fact there was nothin, 
else formas to do. Twas alterwards notified 
that, if Ldid not make myself a bankrupt, I 
would be forced into bankruptey. I think 
that was about the 26th. Mr. Myburgh noti- 
fied me that Mr. Robinson said he was going

Iam shown a statement of my affairs tiled 
with my petition, which I drew up myself, be- 
lieving when I did so that it was correct. 
Apart from the claims of the Banks, I did not 
then believe myself to be insolvent ; including 
them, I did. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ronrxsox—I re- 
rember Mr. Bailey presenting certain prom 
sory notes to me, for what amount 1 do not 
know. I recollect that there were some for the 
Bank, amounting in round figures to 
3,000, which I had not the means to 
Pry, ten {filed this statement, thove notes 

ad been prescuted to me and dishonoured. 
All the arrangements with Olyphant & Co. re- 
garding the Lightfoot were verbal, there were 
no documents. Mr. Mullins, the assignee on 
the estate, asked me for information on the 
subject of this loan. 1 don’t recollest whether 
T told him about the Lightfoot or not. I did 
not purposely conceal it from him. At the 
time I borrowed the money, I gave as collateral 
security some papers representing shares be- 
Jonging to me in the Kiushiv. After T had 
sent for the Deogawm’s money to Montreal, 1 
mortgaged theso shores, without the know- 
ledge of Messrs, Olyphant & Co. I did so more 
than onco—and gave the second mortgage to 
Mr, McLoughlin, 

‘Mr. RopiNso remarked that his object in 

‘these questions was to show that the 
vess’s conduct had been so dishonest, and 
his statements so much at variance, that his 
evidence could not be trusted. 

‘After a short discussion with the Bench, 
however, Counsel deemed it unnecessary to 
pursue this course of examination, 

Cross-examination continued—I received 
Olyphant & Co.'s petition and the writ of 
attachment the same day, and asked Mr. 
Phanix to see Mr. Wainewright. 
attachment been executed, I supposed m: 
effects. would be seized, and ultimately sold. 
I don't know whether Mr. Phanix would 
havo remained in possession, or what course 
he would have pursued. ‘The furniture was 
sold for the benefit of my creditors. I don't 
now on what day I confessed jadgment. 
(Mr, Wainowright admitted it was the 23rd 
Sept.) I thought that was the only thing for 
me to do, as it has turned out, in Olyphant 
& Co.'s interest. ‘My object was simply to 
avoid a lawsuit, and I did not see how I could 
avoid that by doing nothit It did not 
‘ocour to me that if Thad made imyself bank- 
rupt I would have got rid of the attachment 
and distributed ‘my property among, ny 
creditors, At the time I confessed judgment, 
T did not seo that it would affect the matter 
whether I did so or not, as 1 was under the 
conviction that Olyphant & Co. had a legal 
right to the money. 

Re-examined by Mr. Wamewrrcmr.—I 
did not know, when the promissory notes 
fe the spanks wer prevented to ae that 
they reviously applied to Olyphant 
4 Co, for tile goods on which these advances 
had been made. I had no object in making 
myselé bankrupt, and thought there was 
a chance of avoiding it. ‘The Lightfoot 
‘was not insured, was a total loss, and 1 in- 
formed Mr. Mullins that nothivg could be 
‘expected from that source. Atthe time Mr. 
‘Mullins applied to me for the information 
‘Mr. Robinson has referred to, all thought of 
the Lightfoot had gone out of my mind, and 
T told him all I could think of. 7 

Auexaxner Mynuxon, sworn, examined 
by Mr. Warewnicuy, ‘stated—I acted as 

ir, Stoddard’s legal adviser after his return 
from the South, in Sept. 1873, till he went 
into bankruptcy. Previous to the confessing 













































judgment in this case of Olyphant & Co., he 
did not say anything about going into bank- 
tey. In fact, he told me head made up 
astatement of his affairs, showing that, if 
his transactions were carried out, ‘he 
could meet his creditors. I took his’ word 
for this. I told him on the question of this 
money in Bank, as to which an attachment 
issued, that I was concerned for the 
Oriental Bank and could not advise him. I 
did not hear all the circumstances of the case. 
Tam shown aletter you wrote to me of 26th 
Sept., threatening proceedings on behalf of 
the Union Steam Navigation Co. (Put in.) 
Mr. Stoddard, was not then a petitioner. I 
‘asked him if he was in a position to meet the 
demands ; he said he was not, and I advised 
him to file a petition, which’ he did on the 
27th, in favour of the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank. It_was served on the 29th. 
‘To Mr. Ronixsox—I told Mr. Stoddard you 
wished to see him to present the notes of the 
‘He said he would rather not see you, 
it would be rather awkward, but he would 
see your clerk.

Mr, Warvewniour wished to call Mr. 
Phoenix to prove Mr. Stoddard’s statements 
regarding the attachment, but the other side 
made admissions rendering it unnecessary. 
He then, to complete his evidence, asked 
his Honour a few questions as to papers in 
Court with reference to the attachment, which 
were explained. 

‘Mr. Warezwnonr said, upon the evidence 
he had adduced, he had to ask the Court to 
find thatthe confession of judgment by Stod- 
dard was made under pressure by Olyphant & 
Co., not in contemplation of bankruptcy and 
not with intent to defraud other creditors, 
Further he must ask the judgment of the 
Court in favour of this being a ona fide appro- 
Priston fora debt due to Olyphant & Co, 

Whatever Mr. Stoddard had done in the past, 
the statements he had just given in Court bore 
upon them the appearance of truth, and they 
were certainly consistent with all the other 
evidence brought forward. Tt was, of course, 
some disadvantage to the defendants, not to 
ave Mr. Hayes to give evidence; no doubt 
at the cost of much trouble delay and expense 
that evidence might have been obtained by 
commission in Europe, but defendants thought 
their position strong enough to enable them 

it ‘The story was of course 
simple enough. Stoddard borrowed the money 
on 3ist Dec., and at the time, being asked as 
to his means of payment, says he bas so much 
ig from the Lightfoot, but that security 
disappeared in consequence of the loss of the 
ship, and he then, on being asked how be in- 
tends to provide for payment, states that he 
has a bill drawn on the consiguees of car 
carried by another ship, and that if it is dis- 
counted he will pay up. In this however he 
floes not succeed, und therefore promises Mr. 
Hayes to write to the ‘in to remit the 
money, with which he would then discharge 
the debt. On 16th August he gave notice 
to the manager of the Oriental Bank to hold 
this money; opened an account there; and 
wrote an order to the manager to pay the 
sum of Tls. 3,000 to McLoughlin & Co., and 
the balance to Olyphant & Co., out of which 
they were to retain the amount of the debt. 
There was thus an understanding with Oly- 
phaut & Co,, an express notice to the Bank to 
apply the money in this way, and there was a 
letter from the Bank to Stoddard that they 
would follow his instructions. They might 
fairly draw the inference that Olyphant & 
Co. were informed that the Bank had received 
that direction and had agreed to act upon it ; 
there was no doubt at all that Stodda clear- 
ly contracted to pay in this particular way. 
‘Then he went South, the frauds were found 
out, and when he returned ‘his affairs were in 
terrible confusion. Olyphant & Co. again 
use pressure upon him, and he again assures 




































































them that the money will come and that he 








mut they, becoming 
alarmed, think it advisable to sue him, See- 
ing that the suit will be very disagreeable, by 
tthe seizure of his furniture and personal effects 
under the attachment, and that by allowing 
matters to go on he only increases expense, 
Stoddard confesses judgment and relieves 
himself from the consequences of the attach- 
ment, as he thinks, at the same time redeeming 
his pledge to Olyphant & Co, If he had not 
done that it would have been a breach of 
faith towards them. Looking at it from one 
point of view it was of course absured to sup- 
pose that a man having all those claims upon 
sim could believe himself other than insolvent, 
bat it appeared from both Stoddard’s state- 
ment and Mr, Myburgh’s that he did not 
think so, and did not contemplate going into 
bankruptey. ‘The Banks expected to recover 
the goods or a portion of them from Olyphant 
& Co., and if they had done so their claims 
against Stoddard would have been put an end 
to, Olyphant & Co, would become his creditors, 
and they might ‘come to some arrangement 
with him and not think it worth while to 
make him bankrupt. His other debts were 
amply covered by tho assets, and apart from 
this “question of the Banks’ claim, he had 
plenty of money. ‘The only people then who 
could suffer, who had the largest interest in 
his assets, would have been Olyphant & Co., 
who would have no ground of complaint if he 
had paid them Tis, 2,500 beforehand, How- 
ever, the question of whether Stoddard was 
contemplating bankruptey did not form defen- 
dants’ case, though they said he did not, What 
they contended was that if Stoddard bad 
arranged and contracted to apply this parti- 
cular fund in this particular way, in confos- 
ig judgment he was not acting so as to gi 
them an undue preference, but in pursuan 
of his agreement with them. ‘Thero was no 
doubt also that he did confess judgment under 
pressure, and pressure of the strongest kind 
tery, ‘much stronger, than that” in the 
cases he (Counsel) had quoted in opening. 
The learned Counsel now. proceeted. {9 
quote from Robson on Bankruptoy, in 
relation to the section in the Act bearing 
on fraudulent preferences, and also from 
Edwin James's Commenta He would 
not go over the cases again, but thought 
it quite clear that when a’ man had an 
action brought against him, and was being 
pressed, as much as a man could be presseil, to 
make payment, it could not be called a frau- 
dulent act if he coufessed judgment to put an 
end to the proceedings and save his effects. 
As to the contemplation of bankruptey, he 
would leave the Court to draw its own infer 
ence from the evidence. On the question of 
the contract and the position of the Oriental 
Bank in regard to it, he cited Lilley v. Hayes, 
Chitty on ‘Contracts, 576. ‘The point was 
whether the Oriental Bauk had made them- 
selves the agents of the creditor. He con- 
tended that Mr. Paterson said to Stoddard 
that he would hold the money to pay as the 
latter had directed, and Stoddard did nothing to 
prevent Olyphant & Co. being told of thatunder- 
standing and acting on the faith of it, Having 
quoted further, he contended that though, 
here, the-money was not, originally advanced 
upon the particular security of the Deogaun’a 
returns, Stoddard obtained forbearance on the 
part of Olyphant & Co, by promising that 
they should be paid out’ of the money, and 
thus really formed a contract with them so 
that they should not press their claim. It 
was clear from the evidence that there was 
such a contract, and that, apart from pres- 
sure, Stoddard was in duty bound to do 
all he could to carry it out, With regard 
to the question of voluntariness, he cited 
Strachan and others v. Barton, 25'L. J., Bx., 
182. In the present case they had the two 
ments separate—one, the setting apart of 
this particular fund for this debt, and that it 
was done by the debtor, who was bound to carry 
out his coutract. ‘The pressure put upon the 
debtor was a separate thing, and the autho- 
rities showed that the amount of pressure 20 
put on took the case clearly out of the 
fraudulent preference clause. Moreover, they 
had the debtor's evidence, which was borne 
out by the other evidence, that the payment 
was not made with intent to defraud any- 
body. ‘These were the points on which 
defendants mainly relied, and Counsel now left 
the case in the hands of the Court. : 
Mr. Roznvsow said it seemed to him the 
real question to be decided in the first place, 
irrespective of all the cases, and everything 
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else, was, with what intent had Stoddard 
acted? If the Court could satisfy itself on 
flint point, the surrounding, circumstances 
would become clear, and thers would be little 
ifficulty in disposing of the other points 
imae by hie friend, vic, that the payment 
was under pressure and that the appropria- 
tion was voluntary. As to these points, 
he called attention to the 39th section 
of the Act, (which he read.) ‘That Stoddard 
‘was insolvent was perfectly clear from the 
evidence, for on the 20th September, which 
was the day Olyphant & Co. filed their peti 
tion, promissory notes to the extent of 
46,000 had béen presented to him and dis- 
honoured. It was, therefore, idle for him to 
think of tiding over from a belief that he was 
not insolvent—in fact defendants’ counsel had 
‘dhe did not base his case on that point, 
Tt was proved that upon 20th September 
ayment of this large sum of money was 
jemanded from Stoddard, it was further 
proved that on this very day he refused to pay 
‘another creditor, who applied for $50, because 
he did not feel justified in doing it, being on 
the eve of bankruptey. It was proved by 
Capt, Roberts thaton the 23rd Sept., the day on 
which Stoddard confessed judgment in favor 
ofthe defendants, and when, as he says now, 
he did not contemplate bankruptey, Stoddard 
rote to him asking for payment of a sum, 
ying he did not wish to include it in any 
statement of his affairs he might have to 
make. It was admitted that Stoddard con- 
fessed judgment in favour of Olyphant & Co. 
‘on the 23rd Sept., and from the fact of his 
Going 80, when there could be no necessity 
for it, and after his previous action in relation 
to other creditors, the Court was justified in 
presuming that he could have had no proper 
motive unless to give that firm a preference.

We can scarcely presage success to the present 
undertaking, but heartily wish it for the gal- 
lant traveller's sake. The prohibition against 
Englishmen is more severely exercised than it 
was, when Francisco di Billi visited Lhassa 
in 1730, or when Turner was deputed by 
Warren Hastings, in 1783. Huc in 1845 
reached Lhassa vid Pekin, South-Eastern 
Mongolia and Kho-khou-Noor, and, 20 far as 
we can ascertain, is the last European who 
hhas approached Lhassa, Curiously enough, 
Captain Preskewalski, inthe Russian service, 
during last year, while skirting South-Eastern 
‘Mongolia interviewed Huc's Mongolian guide 
at Schi: ‘This veteran declined to accom- 
any or assist him in any way to reach Thibet, 
assigning as a reason the threats of the 
[lamas.” ‘The ouly route we would venture 
to look hopefully towards is that through 
Hoel Titieenee coeted, through e 

lepalese Court, might ntee an jlish 
Eestellcr a sate conduct” Bat a0 long af the 
China tea trade of Thibet and the Cis-Thibet 
countries beyond our frontier, or that of our 
acknowled, allies, is exclusively centred in

Annivats.—The home arrivals, since my last report, have been the M. M. steamer Amazone, from Marseilles, with the 
English mail of 27th March, and the steamers Glenearn, from London, and Achilles, from Liverpool. 
Texzcrams from London extend to 12th instant, and quote Mid. Orleans Cotton, 8§d.; Grey Shirlings, 8}-lbs., 
10s, 8d.; Tron, £11; Lead, £20, 10d, and Discount, 4 per cont. ‘The export of Plain Cottons, from home to 
_ Shanghai during last month, is telegraphed as 17,600,000 yards, 








PIECE GOODS.—Foreigners’ advices from the out-ports, since last mail-day, have not been particularly cheering, but the natives scom 
to have recived, or thoy have anticipated heavy orders and the resalt bas beou a lange business in PLarx Corvoxs, the chief, portion 
whereof was booked ou Monday the 11th instant. Moreover, the business has been pretty geuerally distributed. Neatly every importer 
can boast of sales, and that is by no means an insignificant boast now-a-days, albeit the final out-turn will Jeave little matter for 
congratulation, : 

Demand has run strongly on Drizis, in anticipation—some say—of renewed activity in the North, and of the usual Spring trade by 
‘the Hankow Tea-men, and others, because the price has now come within the meaning of the term “cheap.” Thus the exciting cause bears 
somewhat of a speculative aspect.” At the sametime, ‘long delivery ” has seldom been asked for by buyers, and the inference is that 
they are sure of their position, Rates have ruled irregularly, but on the whole, aslight advance may be quoted, and the closing tendency 
is towards atl further improvement. ‘The settlements of the weck reach neatly 40,000 pieces. About 10,000 pieces of them are of the 
American Manufacture and were sold at Tis. 3.25 a 3.374 per piece. The balance is composed almost exclusively of English, 14 and 
.15-lbs. cloth at Tis. 2.07 a 2.15 for the former weight, and Tis 2.10 a 2.20 per piece for the latter. Mendel’s ‘Pilar chop 14-Ibs, has 
realised Tis. 2.15 per piece. 

Grey Shirtings.—Buying has not been very steady, but still a fair quantity of 9.10/12-1bs., 8I-lbs., and of 6-Ibs. have changed hands. For 
Dewhurst’s best Eagle—9,10/12-Ibe.—Tls. 2.52 has been paid, and for their Red Pheasant 6-Ib, cloth to arrive ‘Tis. 1.35 per piece has been 
accepted. In 7-Ib, Shirtings there bas been scarcely any business. 8]-1bs.—The commoner chops seem to have reached their lowest, if one 
may judge from the fact that their values have changed but little during the week. ‘There is, however, a notable alteration in other chops 
which profess to be mediums. ‘Thus for Mendel’s Pillars the rate of Tis. 1.75 per piece is established, and a forced re-sale of Dewhurst's 
“Red Pheasants at Tis. 1.80, shows a lower market for that also. On the other hand a few more Green Dragons—Mendel’s—have realised 
‘Tis. 2.00 per piece, and Tis. 1.99 is still the quotation for Hand and Branch. Dewhurst’s Eagles have not been much sought after, and 
dealers say that the cloth lettered H. A. is offering at Tis. 1.90, but cannot find a buyer. ‘This is not true, however, and small lots of 
Eagle Chop—not favorites—are reported at Tis. 1.93 per piece. Total sales and re-sales of all weights, estimated at between 90,000 and 
100,000 pieces. 

‘White Shirtings.--It has been a matter of difficulty to-sell other than 64 Reeds, and, to move the commoner kinds of these even, in spite 
of a fair demand and light stocks, it has been necessary to accopt lower rates: A heavy sale of Dewhurst’s best has been effected. 
‘Tho particulars have not transpired, but it is supposed that not less than 20,000 pieces of G4, GO and 56 reeds have been booked, and that 
the price is better than Ts, 2.15 per piece for 64 reeds. 

P-Cloths.—A steady enquiry has prevailed for 7-Ibs. of common to ordinary Mexican quality, and although a fair business has boen 
transacted it has been considerably curtailed by the refusal of buyers to raise their offers. ‘They stick most obstinately at inside 
‘Ts. 1.40,” their offers ravging from Tl. 1.85 a 1.98 for 16x18 and 17x18 count. Occaisonally a sale of the higher qualities, at about 
previous rates takes place, but the trade demand for such is soon satisfied, and if transactions are forced, some slight concession on the 
part ofscllers is;necessary. ‘The common descriptions of 7-Ibs. have also been in good request, and the settlements for the woek embrace a 
fair proportion of those, the prices being Ts. 1.10 a 1.16 per piece. Common 6-1b, T-Cloths have likewise received more attention from 
the trade of late, and their purchases, at Ts. 1.03 a 1.06 per piece, amount to nearly 1,6000 pieces. ‘The 81b. T-cloth market has been 
quieter, but holders are steady at last quotations, Estimated sales of all weights about 55,000 pieces, > 


Jeans,—Only a trifling trade has been done, The market is quiet, and prices close weak. 


‘Sheetings.—English 15-Ibs. Sheetings have been frequently asked for, but buyers have not succeeded in getting many. ‘The rates tondered 
‘are very low, and considering the favorable position of stocks holders do not seem so anxious now to realise, 


- Fancy Cottons.—The enquiry for 24-1b, Turkey Red Cambrics has continued. It has not been very strong, however, and, probably, if 
there were heavier stocks of the article, it would not have attracted so much notice. Some good 3-1b. cloth has been placed at Tis, 2.08 
pér pioce ; and a fow 22-inch Pelvete have been quitted at Tis. 0.16 per yar. Besides these, the wants of buyers, as far as we can learn, 
have comprehended only some assorted Chintves, Blue Hankerchiefs, Gentian Shirtings, and Dyed Brocades at about former quotations. 


‘Woollens.—The reported traiisactions in Woollen Goods have been few, and insignificant in extent, and at theclose there is no indication 
‘of improvement. A small lot—200 pieces—C.P.H. Scarlet Long Bills has been placed at Tle. 6.70 per piece, but assorted are’étill unsaleable, 
and ordinary chops of Searlet are now worth ouly Tis. 6.40, at which oue parcel of about 400 pieces bas been disposed of, A faint enquiry 
for Scarlet: Camlets of particular chop has been experienced, but it has apparently been'supplied by native speculators at ‘ls, 15.00 « 15.18 
per pioce.
